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ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


The Committee are unfeignedly thankful when the close of the, fiscal 
year enables them to unburden their cares for the past and anxieties for 
the future, where sympathy to sustain and wisdom to direct are provided 
by the Church. 

This, as in past years, would have been sought, as difficulties pressed 
upon them, by special meetings of the Board, but the resort to special 
agencies, whose employment the Board provided for in case of emergen- 
cy, has enabled the Committee to meet their liabilities to the first of April, 
as will appear from the following statement of particulars, in the form 
heretofore adopted.

The Committee congratulate the Board on the passage of the act of 
incorporation, obtained through the wakeful offices of W. H. Bogart, Esq. 
A form of bequest will be hereafter attached to: their voriodicel in the 
hope that it will attract the eye and guide the benevolence of those who 
would receive the commendation, “that their works do follow them.” 

Estimates have been received from Bishops on missionary ground, call- 
ing, in connexion with the salaries of three Bishops and the central ex- 
penses, for $52,500, for the operations of the year commencing October 
Ist, 1846, being an advance of $20,193 81 upon the receipts of the fiscal 
year just closed, and $18,400 more than the expenditures during the same 
period, exclusive of the Mission to the Jews. 


ACTS OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Immediately after the last session of the Board, appropriations to the 
dioceses aided, were made, and the Secretary, in the spirit of instructions 
heretofore given, “to look to the Bishops, especially, and through them to

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the clergy of the respective dioceses, to call forth regularly and systemati- 
cally the resources of the Church,” prepared and submitted to each 
Bishop and parochial clergyman, a minute statement of the condition and 
wants of this department, with such suggestions and appeals as were 
deemed timely and pertinent. At their meeting of December 8th, 1845, 
it was evident, from the actual and prospective state of the Treasury, the 
October collection recommended by the Bishops having failed to produce 
any adequate relief, that recourse must be had to special agencies. 
‘Eight districts were formed, and a Reverend gentleman in each was so- 
licited by the Committee to go forth in their behalf,—expenses to be paid 
from the Treasury. With one exception, they found it necessary to 
decline. 

At a special meeting, Dec. 22d, 1845, (the want of funds still pressing,) 
the Rev. C. H. Halsey was appointed an agent to the Churches at the 
North, and the Rev. Joshua Peterkin té the Churches at the South, for 
six months, or until the meeting of the Board, at a salary of $750 each: 
to these was subsequently added the Rev. Charles Fox, for the West, (for 
the same period,) at a salary of $500. 

With a view to remove some of the difficulties anticipated in the prose- 
cution of their labors, the following letter of credentials to the bishops and 
clergy was furnished them, to be used at their discretion, (Appendix Aa.) 

The results of their ageney will be found in their respective reports to 
the Committee, (Appendixes Ab, Ac, Ad,) and in a Treasury relieved from 
serious embarrassment. The Committee also fee] bound to express their 
conviction that the visits of the special agents have been exceedingly wel- 
come to the rectors and parishes respectively, and have had a happy ten- 
deney to foster an interest in Missions. 

The diocesan of Western New York having, in connexion with assur- 
ances of his deep sympathy in the Missions of the Committee, expressed a 
strong conviction, that, in the existing plans of his diocese, special agen- 
cies from abroad would weaken, ratlrer than strengthen the general inter- 
ests of the cause, the Committee, in deference to his request, instructed 
their special agent not to visit that diocese. 

The spiritual destitution of their countrymen in the West, has so en- 
tirely absorbed the means placed at the disposal of the Committee, that no 
advances have been made towards a provision for those who flock to our 
shores from abroad, further than a few congregations of them have been 
ministered to, incidentally, by our missionaries. 

The missionary to the Jews was instructed to visit portions of the 
Church, with a view to increase the interest already felt in his labors in 
this city, and to bring before the members of our Communion the solicita- 
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tions of the Board in behalf of an Episcopal Jewish chapel to be erected 
here. Good Friday collections were very generally recommended for 
this object, and for the support of the Mission, with what success the mis- 
sionary’s report discloses, (Appendix Ae.) 


CONDITION OF THE MISSIONARY FIELD. 


The Missionary Bishops report directly to the Board. ‘The latest re. 
turns from our Western stations are embodied in the May and June Nos. 
of the “Spirit of Missions.” A statement of the appointments, thirty-nine 
in number, (Appendix Af,) and resignations, twenty-three in number, 
(Appendix Ag,) will be found following. Two missionaries have died ; 
and one hundred and sixteen clergymen have been employed during the 
whole or a partof the year. In Appendix Ah is exhibited the missionary 
force now in service, (June 15th,) and the stations occupied, with the sd- 
laries attached. 

Since the last report, there have been seven hundred and forty-four in- 
fants baptized, at seventy-five stations; and one hundred and sixty-two 
adults, at thirty-five stations. Twenty-one stations report five hundred 
and sixty-eight persons who have received the apostolic right of confirma- 
tion. Ninety-nine stations report, as the number of communicants at that 
time, (April 1,) three thousand and fourteen. Seventy-two stations have , 
two thousand one hundred and twelve families attending public worship. 
And sixty-one stations report the number of children attending the Sunday 
schools as two thousand three hundred and forty-six. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary’s visits in past years to the Churches ; local corresponds 
ents ; Quinquagesima, Palm Sunday, and other extraordinary collections ; 
within the past year the necessity of employing special agents; demon- 
strate, that, to sustain even the present inadequate expenditure, to say no- 
thing of the advance which is loudly called for by the probable extension 
of the Domestic field, (even now embracing Texas,) to the Pacific ; resort 
must be had to some agency beyond that of the clergy, in their respec- 
tive parishes. , 

The experience of some years, then, suggests either the appointment of 
a Secretary and General Agent, enabled, by the presence of a local agent 
at the office, (as in ’35,) to spend unbroken portions of time in visits to the 
Churches, or the adoption, as a permanent feature in our operations, of 
special agencies, as necessity may from time to time demand them. 

2. In redemption of the pledge made to the Church, in their letter of 
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credentials to the special agents, (Appendix Aa,) the Committee recommend 
to the Board the resumption of the earlier practice of the department, viz. 
the appointment of missionaries by the Committee, with the concurrence of 
the Bishops, according to the provisions of the Constitution, (arts. 4 and 
11,) during the recess of the Board,—direct correspondence between the 
missionaries and the Committee,—the distribution by the Committee of the 
funds among the stations, as well as dioceses, looking of course to the 
Bishops for their advice and recommendations, and, in the case of “ orga- 
nized dioceses, having Bishops,” for the “selection of stations.” 

The Committee cannot reproach themselves with having, in any mea- 
sure, withheld co-operation from certain changes deemed important. Some 
of them were made at their instance; but the conviction has been forced 
upon them, that nothing has been gained, nay, much hazarded, if not lost, 
by these changes; and that sound policy calls for a return to the original 
practice under the Constitution of ’35. 

3. The Committee ask the Board to recommend, that collections be taken 
up on Good Friday of every year in aid of the Church’s Mission to the Jews 
in this country. 

The sum of $1400, contributed originally for a Mission at Jerusalem, 
and subsequently, at the suggestion of the donor, appropriated towards the 
endowment of an Indian Bishopric, it is understood he would now prefer 
should be applied to the erection of the proposed Jewish Chapel, an ob- 
ject more immediately attainable, and altogether germain. to his first pur- 
pose. In addition to which, it may be added, that the time lost by the 
failure of the last General Convention to enter upon the proposed Missions 
in the “Indian Territory,” has resulted in the occupancy of the then open 
parts of the field by various denominations. The Chickasaws, Creeks, 
Kansas, and Osages have appropriated to these their “ funds for education.” 
The Pottawattomies hold their lands by too precarious a tenure to enter 
heartily upon that subject ; and the Sacs and Foxes are not considered by 
their agent in a condition to justify even hope for them, till the Govern. 
ment shall have interposed its legislation. 

‘The Committee recommend, under the circumstances, that the above 
sum, at present in the hands of the Foreign Committee, be made available 
for the Jewish Chapel. 

4. The Sunday schools of owr missionary stations call for our fostering 
care. . The Committee recommend that Christmas or New Year’s collections 
be asked from Sunday schools at the East, to purchase, under the direc- 
tion of the Committee, Sunday school libraries and books of instruction for 
those schools in the West. 
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CONCLUSION. 


The Committee cannot conclude without invoking a special appeal from 
the Board to the Church in behalf of the Domestic portion of that field which 
is the world. But for the faith that “substantiates things hoped for,”’ the 
small results of the past would induce despair of making any adequate im. 
pression upon a population and territory which have expanded fearfully 
beyond the means or men available for the due extension of the Church. 
Can it be possible that Churchmen will remain insensible to the imperious 
claims of our own borders,—“ of the widest empire and the greatest trust 
which God ever committed to any people ?”? Shall not we, whose posses- 
sions are on this side Jordan, toward the sun-rising, pass over before 
our brethren, armed, and help them, till the Lord gives them rest as he hath 
us? Must our children, as the heritage of their fathers’ apathy, contend 
with the over-shadowing evil influences of the neglected West? Are the 
heathen, who in God’s providence live within sight of the symbol “of our 
most holy faith,” on our temples and very housetops, to die uncheered by 
the doctrine of the Cross, unblest by the knowledge of the crucified? Is the 
world to wait for a generation of the children of light wiser than ourselves, 
to do battle for the decisive points of its most commanding region, which once 
carried and held, the field is ours? ‘God shall bless us, and [then] all 
the ends of the earth shall fear Him.” 

Fathers and brethren! leaders of the tribes of our Israel! renewing, as 
we have just done, the oath of fidelity to the Captain of our salvation, 
shall we not point the host to the spot on whose possession the issues of 
the day are suspended, and reminding it solemnly of our orders to do good 
“as we have opportunity,” make one united, vigorous effort for Domestic

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ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT or tus FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 


In presenting their Eleventh Annual Report, the } onzign Commirrer oF 
tHE Boarp oF Missions are thankful that they can exhibit a statement of 
the condition of our Missions abroad, which should encourage the Church 
to persevering and liberal exertion. 


FUNDS. 


Notwithstanding the existence of untoward circumstances in the Church 
at large, calculated to diminish a Missionary spirit, it furnishes both matter 
of unfeigned gratitude to God and solid proof of the influence of a “ faith 
which worketh by love,” that the Foreign Committee are able to report :

The balance new in the Treasury amounts to $3,856 95, of which 
$3,038 62 are due to the Mission to China, to be remitted for account of 
the same. 

The Committee have no intention of proposing any new field abroad, for 
the Church to occupy ; nevertheless, they are constrained to look anxious- 
ly for some instrumentality, which may enlarge the means for the support 
of those already established. The very formation of a Mission in heathen 
lands contemplates, in ordinary cases, its gradual extension; and that ex- 
tension involves a progressive augmentation of unavoidable expenses, in 
the multiplication of Missionaries, Catechists, and Teachers ; the exten- 
_ sion of schools, the erection of buildings, and—which, under God, is the 

end of all—the accession of converts, with all the contingencies resulting 

from these different heads of charge. Nor will this state of things cease 
in a Mission, until those converts grow to such numbers, and are advanced 
to such maturity of character, as to provide from among themselves for 
the support of a Christian Ministry. In fact, this tendency to increased ° 
expenditure arises out of the exigencies of the heathen world ; and the ob- 
ligation to provide for it, is only a part of that more extended one, which 
binds Christians to undertake and to prosecute missionary operations 
among them.

AGENCIES. 


Since the last meeting of the Board, the Foreign Committee have ap- 
pointed two travelling agents,—one for the North, and another for the 
South. An experience of ten years has demonstrated to them, that, in 
order to sustain the Missions of the Church already authorised, and much 
more, if we hope to increase their extent and efficiency, many parishes of 
the country, fromevhich no support is derived, must be excited to contri- 
bute their portion t~wards this great work. The receipts of the Foreign 
Treasury have heretofore eome in from a comparatively small number of 
con$regations, while very many,—which, if properly informed, would be 
as willing, as they are able, to lend their aid to the extension of the Gos- 
pel,—now do nothing. ; 

It is all important, therefore, that these should be visited by some autho- 
rised agent of the Committee, whose duty it shall be, to present the rea- 
sons which have induced the Church to undertake to do her part in the 
conversion of the world; and who, by communicating information con- 
cerning those already commenced, may, under the blessing of God, excite 
in their behalf some Christian sympathy and zeal. The duties of the 
Secretary are of such a nature as to forbid long absences from New York, 
and are wholly incompatible with the exercise of such an agency as is 
contemplated in these appointments. 

The Committee, therefore, after well weighing the whole subject, and 
maturely considering the objections heretofore raised against it, have 
unanimously adopted a measure which, as before remarked, their own ob- 
servation and experience prove to be necessary, and which is justified by 
the experience of all other missionary associations, in England as well as 
in this country. 

They do not at all doubt that the missionary information thus imparted, 
the spirit of prayer for the extension of Christ’s kingdom thus excited, 
and the habits of pious benevolence thus cultivated, by the persevering ef- 
forts of faithful agents, will be found eminently beneficial to the congre- 
gations visited ; and will speedily yield abundant return for the Cue 
they may occasion. ; 

It is undeniable, that throughout a very large portion of the Church, 
a lamentable ignorance exists with regard to our Foreign Missions: and 
the indifference, which is the consequence of this ignorance, will not pro- 
bably be soon removed, except by direct addresses from pérsons who have 
an intelligent and heart-felt attachment to the cause, and who are directing 
their energies solely to it. When our congregations shall have been thus 
faithfully visited, the way will be opened for the employment of many 
local agents, who may, it is hoped, be obtained from among the rectors of 
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Churches, and who, without remuneration, will gladly act within a limited 
sphere, visiting congregations annually, conferring with other pastors, and 
addressing missionary meetings. In this way, it is designed to establish 
gradually, a well organized and,vigorous system of district agencies, which 
will cost the Church nothing, and enable the Committee, in due time, 
altogether to dispense with salaried agents. A commencement of this 
plan has even now been made; and to its completion, our travelling agents, 
under instructions from the Committee, have directed their efforts. Al- 
ready several parish clergymen, occupying important and influential 
cures in various sections of the United States, have consented to act for 
certain districts: and the most favorable results are confidently antici- 
pated. . 

It is believed that the objection urged on the ground of the expense oc- 
casioned by salaried agents, will be partially, if not entirely, removed by 
special contributions for this object. Several clergymen and laymen of 
the South have undertaken to provide for the salary and travelling ex- 
penses of the agent for that district, so long as one may be needed by the 
Foreign Committee ; and we may hope, that this instance of liberality and 
zeal will find imitators at the North. 

The Rev. Mr. Rooker was appointed agent for the South, and entered 
upon his duties in February last, since which period he has been constantly 
and actively engaged in visiting the parishes in South Carolina. The 
Rev. Mr. West having been appointed for the North, has but just com- 


’menced his work in the diocese of Massachusetts.

In reference to an apprehension sometimes felt, lest the applications of 
travelling agents should interfere with established systems of collection, the 
Committee observe that this is without foundation. Where collections can 
be had, their travelling agents will of course be glad to make them; and such 
visits will doubtless often afford a convenient opportunity for this purpose ; 
but when the clergyman of a parish, or the Bishop of a diocese, may have 
instituted any system of offerings with which such collections would be 
deemed an interference. the agents are instructed not to press them. 


LEGACIES. 


The Committee are encouraged to hope that the members of the Church, 
whom Providence has blessed with the ability, are beginning to feel the re- 
sponsibility of recognizing their debt to the Lord and Giver of all, by be- 
queathing some portion of their property to increase the sacred funds which 
are to support the exertions of their survivors. The Christian who has felt 
an interest and taken a share in the labors of love towards a perishing 
world, while living in that world, may surely, with a singular fitness and 
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propriety, if circumstances will allow of it, devote some portion of his prop- 
erty to aid that work by the hands of others, in which he can no longer take 
his share. Unfortunately, through the want of corporate powers, several 
legacies left to the society during the last two years, have been forfeited, 
and the benevolent intentions of the pious donors frustrated by their heirs. 
This difficulty will now no longer be met with: the Legislature of the State 
of New York having, at its late session, passed an act incorporating “ The 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America.” 


The Committee proceed to present a condensed statement of the condi- 
tion of the various stations under their charge, referring the Board, as 
usual, for more minute details, to the monthly missionary journal of the 
Church, the “Spirit of Missions.” © 


WESTERN AFRICA. 
Established March, 1836.

We have the satisfaction of recording, at the end of another year, the 
continued health and usefulness, with which God has favored our mission- 
aries in Western Africa. Up to the latest dates, all connected with the 
Mission were in the enjoyment of good health. 

The Rev. Mr. Hazlehurst, who was reported last year as having re- 
turned to this country in consequence of severe illness, has been prevented 
resuming his connexion with the Mission. Certificates from his medical 
advisers gave such a view of his case, that the Committee did not feel jus- 
tified in acceding to his desire for a re-appointment. : 

The disturbances between the native tribes in Western Africa have been 
quieted, and, so far as the Committee are informed, nothing now exists to 
interfere with the-recular religious services of the missionaries, or the at- 
tendance upon the Mission schools. 

The Rey. E. J. P. Messenger, of the diocese of Pennsylvania, has been 
appointed to the Mission by the Committee since their last report. He em- 
barked at Baltimore on the 17th November last. Intelligence of his ar- 
rival at Cape Palmas has been received, but no accounts of the result of 
the process of his acclimation, have as yet come to hand. 
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Mrs. E. M. Thomson, who, at the date of the last report, was in the 
United States on a visit, is about returning to the station at Mt. Vaughan. 

The Mission schools at the various stations are sustained with regularity. 
The reports at the examinations give evidence of steady improvement in 
the various branches of education, and the journals of the missionaries re- 
cord several highly interesting instances of conversion from among 
the elder pupils. One of the most intelligent and best educated, and one 
who at the same time gives most pleasing evidence of having passed from 
the darkness of heathenism to the glorious light of the Gospel, it is probable 
will commence a course of study for the Ministry. In reference to this, 
the missionary observes : “‘ May the Lord vouchsafe to us, so glorious a con- 
summation of our hopes, as the speedy raising up of a faithful .berald of 
the Cross from the sons of the soil. This has been our aim from the com- 
mencement of our operations, and although our anticipations have been 
more than once blasted, we still hope, and never more confidently than now. 
I doubt not that a native agency is in process of training, which will most 
amply repay all the sacrifice of life and treasure it may have cost.” 

At the Primary Station,—Mr. VaucHan,—Mr. and Mrs. Appleby have 
been in charge, where they have since been joined by the Rev. Mr. Mes- 
senger. Divine service is celebrated regularly on every Lord’s day. In 
the school connected with the station there are thirty pupils, some of whom 
are from the Colony. At the last examination, the progress of the chil- 
dren is represented as having been encouraging. 

The station of Fistrown, five miles from Cape Palmas, continues un- 
der the charge of the Rev. Dr. Savage. Religious services are held re- 
gularly twice on every Sunday, together with a Sunday school, both 
morning and afternoon. ‘The congregations vary from one hundred to 
five: hundred in number. 

The Mission boarding schools are in successful operation. There are 
twenty-two pupils in the male, and fifteen in the female school ; in the 
care of which Dr. and Mrs. Savage are assisted by a native teacher and 
his wife, both converts from heathenism, who prove to be efficient in- 
structors and consistent Christians. 

Dr. Savage has also under his care, a youth who is making much pro- 
gress in the more advanced branches of education. He is pursuing a 
course of study in medicine, and will, it is hoped, at some future day, be 
qualified to act as one of the physicians at the station. He has been 
baptized and admitted to the Holy Communion within the last year; and 
an interesting feature in this case, is the fact that one of his male spon- 
sors is a native convert and communicant. 


. 
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Rocxtown, and other neighboring points, have been frequently visited 
by the Rev. Dr. Savage, who continues to preach at them. 

In relation to the Mission schools, Dr. Savage writes that “ they cer- 
tainly are in an encouraging state. The new pupils received have been 
carefully selected from among the most influential families in the settle- 
ment, and great regard had to the indications of promise afforded by 
each.” 

A detailed report of the progress made by individual pupils at this sta- 
tion will be found in Dr. Savage’s journal, published in the “Spirit of Mis- 
sions’ for June, 1846. 

At this station there have been baptized during the year several adults 
and one child, the offspring of native parents, communicants in the Mis- 
sion. In all these cases, native converts acted as sponsors. 

At Cavatia, the Rey. Mr. Payne and Mrs. Payne continue to reside, 
and there also Mrs. Patch has been rendering her assistance during the 
year. ‘They are aided by two colored teachers from the Colony, and one 
native convert. 

The usual religious services on Sunday, consisting of public worship 
and the Sunday schools, constant attention to the boarding schools during 
the week, and frequent visits to neighboring villages, have fully occupied 
our missionaries. 

The congregations on Sunday have varied from one hundred to five 
hundred. The Mission school contains forty-one pupils,—twenty in the 
male, and twenty-one in the female department. ‘The Sunday school has 
an average attendance of sixty-five. ‘Two adults and two infants have 
been baptized. There are twenty-two communicants connected with the 
station,—four having been added, (two from another station,) and four 
suspended. 

In the early part of the last year, a serious difficulty occurred between the 
native tribe dwelling at Cavalla anda tribe inhabiting an adjoining district. It 
proceeded to open violence and painful conflicts ; but, throughout the whole, 
not the least molestation was offered to our missionaries, who suffered in 
no respect, except that, for a brief season, owing to the popular excite- 
ment, the attendance of the people upon religious services was much in- 
terrupted. These quarrels were, however, soon quieted, and the regular 
routine of the Mission was resumed. 

The Mission schools were not at all interrupted. During the height of 
the disturbance, Mr. Payne writes, “Our quarterly examination was held 
to-day. Though ‘in troublous times,’ forty-one of our children were pre- 
sent, and gave gratifying proof of their continued interest and progress in 
their studies.” : a 
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The journal of Mr. Payne, published at intervals during the past year, 
contains many interesting and most encouraging facts, evincing the bless- 
ing which, accompanies the persevering efforts of our missionaries in this 
most important department of their labor. 

A successful attempt has been made by the wife of the missionary, and 
the female assistant, to induce the native women to attend public worship. 
Heretofore it was difficult to procure their attendance, but, by visiting 
from house to house, an influence has been acquired which has enabled 
our missionaries to prevail over the prejudices of the natives, on this point. 

Concerning this endeavor Mr. Payne thus writes, “The attendance of 
the women has steadily improved since Mrs. Payne and Mrs. Patch 
adopted the plan of visiting them at their houses on Saturday afternoons. 
They are uniformly courteous; and some of them are communicative and 
appear to take an interest in the Gospel.” 

The out-stations of Cavania River and Kaszan, formerly under the 
care of the Rev. Mr. Smith, have been unavoidably deprived of all over- 
sight, except an occasional visit from. Mr. Payne. 

The missionary concludes his individual report by observing, “that 
the past has been a most trying year to this station. Involved in war, and 
situated in the midst of enemies, the people have been compelled to stand 
on their guard, night and day, almost constantly. Under such circum- 
stances, it is cause of adoring gratitude that they have still been disposed 
to attend religious services, and to receive instruction in that knowledge 
‘which maketh wise unto salvation through faith that is in Christ 
Jesus.’ ”’ 

The station at Rocxsooxkan is now under the care of Dr. Geo. A. Perk- 
ins. The dwelling necessary for his accommodation and that of the pu- 
pils, was, at the latest accounts, nearly ready ; and both Dr. and Mrs. 
Perkins were looking anxiously to the period when they should be enabled 
to commence. 

_ Asa physician, Dr. Perkins has been constantly and extensively em- 
ployed among the natives ; and while so occupied, his endeavor has been 
not only to impress them with the benevolent disinterestedness which ac- 
tuates the medical missionary, but to lead them to a serious concern for the 
salvation of their souls. 

Tasoo, the station formerly occupied by the deceased Mr. Minor, is 
now under the charge of the Rev. Mr. Hening, who, with Mrs. Hening, 
removed to it in, March, 1845. A school has been maintained here for 
three years, notwithstanding many discouragements, by a young native 
teacher, who, having been led to abandon the superstitions of heathenism, 
and aroused to serious concern for his soul’s welfare, under. the ministry 
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of Mr. Minor, was, after further instruction from the Rev. Mr. Hening, 
admitted to baptism. 

A review of the Mission in Western Africa during the last, the 10th year 
since its,establishment, affords grounds for devout thankfulness and much 
encouragement. ‘The missionaries have been blessed with health, and an- 
imated to persevering continuance in their self-denying labors, by the fruit 
which they are now privileged to witness. The result of past efforts is now 
beginning to show itself in the growing up of a generation of young persons 
educated in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, who are already ren- 
dering assistance in the Mission, and from among whom we may expect, at 
no distant day, to select candidates for the holy ministry. 

There are twenty-four persons, including native assistants, engaged in 
the Mission. Religious services are held regularly at five different sta- 
tions, and other points are frequently visited. The boarding schools con- 
tain about one hundred and fifty children. More than that number attend 
the Sunday school, and it is estimated that about fifteen hundred persons 
are brought habitually within the hearing of the Gospel. The number of 
communicants is about fifty. 

The Treasurer’s account shows an expenditure of $6,627, on this Mission, 
during the past year; but the Committee have authorised a shipment to the 
amount of $3000, which properly forms a portion of the last year’s expense. 
As remarked in a former report, the Treasurer’s annual returns show a 
great variation in the cost of the Mission to Africa, in consequence of the 
unavoidably irregular periods at which drafts are presented and shipments 
made. The annual appropriation amounts to $12,000. The special re- 
ceipts for this Mission, during the last year, have amounted to $7, 302 69. 
The support of one missionary has been assumed by the Church of the 
Epiphany, Philadelphia, and that of one female assistant by St, John’s 
Church, Providence. . 

Another missionary is earnestly desired by our brethren in the Mission, 
to occupy the station at Rocktown, and it is hoped that some one will soon 
be found to consecrate himself to this particular field, 


Institution at Bealey. 


In connexion with the report on the state of the Mission in Western 
_ Africa, the Foreign Committee would respectfully state, that, at the last 
meeting, a communication from Mr. Elliott Cresson was, by the Board, re- 
ferred to,them ; the object of which is to induce the Church to establish a 
missionary institution at Bexley, Western Africa, for the theological edu- 
cation of native converts. It is believed that the foregoing statements re- 
specting our stations at Cape Palmas, will show that our missionaries in 
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Western Africa have distinctly in view the preparation of young men for 
the ministry, while, at the same time, in the judgment of the Foreign Com- 
mittee, it would be highly inexpedient for the Church to extend their ope- 
rations, to a more distant portion of that coast. 


ATHENS; 
Established December 1830. 
The Rev. J. H. Hill, Mrs. Hill, Miss Baldwin, Miss Mulligan, and several 
Greek Teachers. 


The missionaries at Athens have, throughout the past year, continued 
to prosecute their work, not only without hindrance, but “ with daily in- 
creasing evidences of general acceptance and usefulness.” 

Miss Mulligan, who had in former years been engaged in the Mission, 
and who was most favorably known to the Church for her faithful ser-. 
vices, resumed her connexion with it during the last autumn. Her 
arrival at Athens afforded a very seasonable relief to her sister, Mrs. Hill, 
who had been for some time previous much enfeebled in health. 

Since the last report, the Rev. Mr. Hill has received an appointment as 
chaplain to the British Embassy in Greece, and has also consented to act, 
for one year only, as agent of the British and Foreign Bible Society, at 
Athens. These appointments have been unsought by Mr. Hill, and having 
met with the cordial approbation of the Bishop of Gibraltar, furnish strong 
testimonials in favor of the general estimation in which our missionary is 
held, and an indirect proof of his past fidelity. 

The duties devolving upon Mr. Hill, in consequence of these appoint- 
ments, are no more, it is understood, than those he has been voluntarily per- 
forming for ten years past, while this official recognition gives security to 
our Mission property, and will, it is hoped, substantially aid missionary 
operations. : 

The number of pupils in constant attendance at the Mission schools, has 
been upwards of six hundred ; and instances continue to occur, in which the 
blessing of God has visibly followed the labors of those, who are there en- 
gaged in the religious education of these youth. Referring the Board to 
former reports, for detailed statements of the scriptural character of the in- 
struction there imparted, the Committee submit a paragraph of a recent 
letter from the Rev. Mr. Hill: 

““We have entered upon the sixteenth year of our missionary life, and 
we find ourselves occupying a situation of usefulness as extensive (not to use 
a stronger phrase) as at any previous period. Weare constantly receiving 
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proofs of the good effects of our past labors. We have the satisfaction of 
observing the daily walk and conversation of those who have grown up 
under our nurture. In these active and intelligent young Christians, we 
find truly spiritual helpers, and their uniformly correct deportment strongly 
contrasts the principles in which they have been educated, with those 
which unhappily prevail around us. The scriptural and simple service 
of our Church, which formerly was confined to our domestic circle and an 
occasional visitor from abroad, has, in the course of these years, been trans- 
ferred to the public sanctuary, duly consecrated to the worship of God, 
where our pure and beautiful form of divine worship is exhibited before 
this people in a manner well calculated to call their attention to it. *So im- 
portant an appendage to our other labors, could hardly have been anticipa- 
ted some years ago; and we know how others, altogether disconnected with 
our Mission, have, by a wonderful providence, been made instruments in 
accomplishing this work. The Great Ruler of all things has, by a series 
of striking events, made it now as much a part of our Mission, as if the 
whole had been originated by those, whose Christian sympathies first led 
them to mourn over the utter desolation of this part of God’s heritage. We 
have reason, therefore, to feel cheered at the close of the fifteenth year of 
our missionary life, by the assurance that God has blessed this work.” 

Mr. Hill urges with great earnestness an increase of about £175 stg. to 
the annual appropriation to this Mission ; and represents that, without this 
addition, the Mission schools must lose much of their present efficiency. 

It is, however, out of the power of the Foreign Committee to return a 
favorable reply to this appeal, in the present state of their treasury. The 
expenditure on this Mission during the past year, according to the Treas. 
urer’s account, appears to have been $5,372 83. Of this amount, how- 
ever, $1,270 were remitted on account of special contributions of the pre- 
ceding year: showing an actual expenditure, for the year just ended, of 
$4,102 83. The special contributions for it during the past year, inclu- 
ding Bread Fund and Scholarships, have been $1,195 59.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
Established April, 1839. 
The Rt. Rev. Horatio Southgate, D. D., Missionary Bishop. 
The Rev. J. W. Miles; The Rev. S. A. Taylor. 


The last annual report mentioned ‘the departure of Bishop Southgate for 
the seat of his Mission, on the 16th May, 1845, after a visit of some months 
to the United States. He was accompanied by the Rev. Samuel Penny, 
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a presbyter of Rhode Island, who was sustained by parishes in that diocese. 
They arrived at Constantinople on the 18th of July following, but unfortu- 
nately the health of Mr. Penny became soon so much impaired, as to render 
it necessary for him to resign his connexion with the Mission, and to return 
home. 

The,Committee have received from Bishop Southgate, copies of the circu- 
lars addressed by him to various members of the Church, dated on the Ist 
November, 1845, and on the Ist January and Ist April, 1846, which are 
herewith submitted. They contain all the information on the condition of 
the’ Mission which the Committee have yet received, but are not inserted 
in the body of this report, for reasons suggested by Bishop Southgate. 

From these circulars it appears, that “the Mission forms one household, 
by which it is thought economy and efficiency will be promoted.” For 
this purpose the Bishop has “ rented a Mission-house, which includes, besides 
apartments for the members of the Mission, a library and chapel. ‘The 
chapel has been fitted up at an expense of about $250, and will accom. 
modate about eighty persons.” Having been consecrated by the Bishop, it 
was opened in September last for daily service ; and “‘ sermons have been 
preached on Sundays, in the morning in English, and in the evening in 
Turkish.” “On the latter occasion, also, the service has been read in Turk- 
ish.” The missionaries have been engaged in the study of “the Armenian, 
the Arabic, the modern Greek, and the Turkish, which last is for the most 
part the vernacular of the country.” The communion service of our Church 
has been translated into Greek and Armenian. “Bishop Seabury’s ser- 
mon on Christian Unity, has also been translated into Armenian,” by the 
aid of adonation from the Prot. Epis. Tract Society. A treatise on the 
English Church in the Armenian, and a revision of the translation of the 
prayer-book of the Church of England in the same language, have been in 
course of preparation. “Books have been distributed in small numbers, 
chiefly the Church of England prayer-book, in Turkish or Arabic, and a 
tract on the right use of the Festivals, the latter the only work yet published 
by the Mission.” “There are six natives specially connected with the 
Mission, some of them under instruction, and some laboring as assistants.” 
The Bishop refers to an extensive intercourse with “Bishops, clergy, and 
laity, of the Oriental Churches,” and ‘to correspondence with them ;” 
and also to 33 the opening of a correspondence with the heads of the English 
and Scottish Episcopal Churches, for the purpose of promoting unity of plan 
and active co-operation in their labors in the east.” In order to enable 
him to increase the number of publications and translations, to extend his 
efforts in behalf of education, to enlarge his intercourse with the clergy 
and members of the Oriental Churches, and to answer applications for-as- 
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sistance made by them, Bishop Southgate has asked, with great earnestness, 
for an increase of appropriation of $2500 annually, tothe amount at present 
appropriated. 

In urging his request, the Bishop, in his first communication, after showing 
that the entire fund of $1500 now appropriated for missionary operations, is 
necessarily used for incidental expenses, observes: “ Thus we are left abso- 
lutely without means for the great business for which the Church has sent 
us hither.”’—“T can do nothing effectually with less than $2500, clear of 
Mission funds. Without this, I must return home. It were useless to at- 
tempt anything with less, and would be a wasting of what is already given. 
I cannot act so in good conscience, and therefore I am determined to leave 
the field, unless the sum mentioned can be obtained. It remains for me 
only to set the matter before the Board, and to leave it to their wisdom and 
the good providence of God.” 

In a more recent communication, Bishop Southgate states that $4000 are 
needed for the support of himself and the two missionaries now with him, 
including such charges as teachers, books, postage, freights, &c.; and, 
besides this, $2000 for active missionary operations ; which would reduce 
the amount from that specified in the former application to the thongs

After the most mature deliberation, the Foreign Committee have been 
constrained, to state to Bishop Southgate their inability to grant his request. 
Soon after the departure of the Bishop last year, the Committee, en- 
couraged by the collections made by him during his visit to the U. 8., and 
cherishing the expectation, that his personal efforts would enlist greater 
interest in his Mission, appropriated to it the full amount directed by the 


Board, viz, $5000 per annum,—distributing it as follows: 4

to which were added $500, pledged by the diocese of Rhode Island for the 
support of an additional missionary, the Rev. Mr. Penny. Their expec. 
tations, however, have not been realized ;—the special contributions during 
the past year have amounted to but $2,220 12, of which $1000 were from 
an association of gentlemen in Charleston, for Mr. Miles, leaving but about

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$1200 to be credited on account of this Mission to the whole Church. 
The expenditure has amounted to $5,372 23. 

In view of these facts, and also aware that the receipts into the Treasury 
would, with difficulty, suffice for engagements previously made to other 
Missions, the Committee could not feel justified in acceding to the wishes 
of the Missionary Bishop at Constantinople. 

In regard to their prospective action, the Foreign Committee would de- 
sire from the Board a distinct statement of the extent to which, in future, 
appropriations to the Mission are to be made. 

In the year 1842, after prolonged deliberation, the Foreign Committee 

discontinued the Constantinople Mission by an unanimous vote. ‘They 
were led to this decision by a variety of considerations, which, together, 
seemed most distinctly to indicate the path of duty. The delicacy of the 
relations existing between the Eastern Churches and our own,—the many 
perplexing questions involved,—the difficulty, on the one hand, of avoiding 
an infringement of Episcopal principles, and, on the other, of prosecuting 
with efficiency the spiritual renovation of those Churches,—the strongly 
conflicting views held on this subject by prominent friends of Missions in 
our own Church,—the great expense necessarily involved, an expense 
warranted only by strong probabilities of favorable results,—the inade- 
quacy of the means furnished for this end,—the inability of the Church to 
make even a beginning upon the many extensive plans suggested for their 
adoption,—the few satisfactory results obtained in the prosecution of the 
Mission, so far as addressed to the Greek Church at Constantinople,—the 
unwillingness, while so wide a field among the heathen was open to 
them, to commence any labors among the Armenians ;—these were among 
the considerations which induced the Committee to discontinue the Mission 
to Constantinople.* ‘ 

_At the ensuing annual meeting of the Board in 1848, while “ the action 
of the Foreign Committee in the premises was,” as the journal shows, 
“considered” by the Board as “entirely justifiable under the circum- 
stances of the case :” still, to use the language of the report of Bishop 
Ives,t “in consideration of the earnest representations of the Bishops of 
North Carolina, New Jersey, and Maryland, that the Mission to Constan- 
tinople should be continued, and the Rey. Mr. Sotthgate be re-appointed 
to that station; and it being understood that pledges for a considerable 
amount of the salary for five years were in hand, the Foreign Committee 
agreed to the continuance of the Mission and the re-appointment of the 
Rey. Mr. Southgate.” This arrangement was made, not in consequence

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of any change of opinion on the part of the Committee,t as to the expedi- 
ency of the measure, but from a desire to conform as far as possible to 
the wishes of members of the Board ; and, as appears from the report of 
1844, it was made with the further “ understanding, that no other mission- 
ary than the Rey. Mr. Southgate was to be appointed to the station, and 
that his duties were not to extend to any other than the Greek and Syrian 
Churches.” 

Soon afterwards, however, the Committee were embarrassed by another 
cause. The Rev. Messrs. Miles and Taylor had been appointed to the 
Syrian Mission, a station adopted in response to the earnest appeals of the 
Rey. Mr. Southgate: but, on their arrival at Constantinople, one of these: 
gentlemen changed his plans, and communicated to the Committee his de- 
sire to remain at Constantinople, with the view of opening missionary labors 
among the Armenians. ‘The other could not, of course, enter upon the 
field in Syria without a colleague. 

This was in direct contrariety to the instructions of the Foreign Committee, 
and indeed to the action of the Board of Missions in 1843. And the Com- 
mittee, therefore, in their report of 1844, expressed their “ decided opin- 
ion that the arrangements, which they considered as definitely settled, 
should be carried into effect, viz.: that the Rev. Mr. Southgate should 
continue the missionary of the Board at Constantinople to the Greeks, with 
an agency in behalf of the Mission to Syria, and that the Rev. Messrs. 
Miles and Taylor should proceed to their appointed destination.” [Rep. 
1844, p. 265.*] | 

At the same meeting, also, for reasons already expressed, the Foreign 
Committee reported a dissent to an application from the Rev. Mr. South- 
gate for “$2,000 of Mission funds; and for a colleague, with authority to 
commence labor among the Armenians.” 

Their objections, however, were overruled by the Board, and a resolution 
was passed “ requesting the Foreign Committee, so soon as funds might be 
raised for the purpose, to establish a Mission to the Armenians.” [Journal, 
1844, p. 234.*] 

In the ensuing autumn, at the Triennial Convention of 1844, the For- 
eign Committee had again to renew the expression of opinions already re- 
corded. The Rev. Mr. Southgate recommended the abandonment 
‘of. the Syrian Mission, and a concentration at Constantinople, to- 
gether with a transfer of Messrs. Miles and Taylor to the latter place. 
In these points, the Committee, in consequence of the action of the Board in 
the preceding month of June, acquiesced ; but to the additional suggestions

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of the Rev. Mr. Southgate, that a large increase of funds should be ap- 
propriated, and that a Bishop should be appointed, the Committee expressed 
their very decided and unanimous dissent, for reasons which were fully 
made known at the time, and which it is not worth while here to record. 

The Board, however, did not confirm their decision, but passed a reso- 
lution appropriating five thousand dollars annually for the support of the 
Mission, authorizing the appointment of.two additional missionaries, and 
recommending to the General Convention the appointment of a Bishop. 

The latter was carried into effect by the consecration of the Rev. Mr. 
Southgate as Missionary Bishop, and the two former have been complied 
with by the’Committee as already stated, with the exception of the appoint- 
ment of a second additional missionary,—no provision for his support having 
been supplied. 

And now the Committee have before them an application for another in- 
crease of appropriation to this Mission. : 

They have thought it proper thus to present a sketch of the progressive 
steps by which, contrary to their judgment and to what they considered an 
explicit understanding at its re-establishment, the expenditure of missiona- 
ry funds on the Mission to Constantinople has been advanced. And they 
feel that they would be wanting in duty to the Church, were they not at 
this time to renew to the Board the views concerning it, which they have 
heretofore expressed. They have, as agents of the Church, been desirous 
of executing its will, so far as it could be known, even where it might not 
be altogether in accordance, with their own impressions, of what was the 
better course: but they believe that, in the case of the Mission to Constan- 
tinople, they ought not to go any farther, than the will of the Church may 
be clearly manifested. They are convinced of the correctness of those 
views which led them, nearly four years since, to discontinue the Mis- 
sion: they are persuaded that the plans suggested by Bishop Southgate are 
on too extensive a scale ever to be brought to practical results, by any 
means which our Church appears to be inclined to place at his disposal ; 
they conscientiously believe, that no proportionate amount of good can be 
reasonably expected from any expenditure bestowed upon them. 

In this opinion the Foreign Committee are confirmed by the experience of 
one of the great societies of the Church of England. In an official paper 
of the Secretary of the Church Missionary Society, reviewing the history of 
its operations since its origin in 1799, and which has just been issued, it is 
stated, that “its attempts to establish Missions among the ancient but lapsed 
Christian Churches of the Hast have been failures ;” that “the hope, once 
cherished, that the light of divine truth might be rekindled with compara- 
tive ease among them, and, through their agency, be transmitted to their hea- 
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then and Mohammedan neighbors, has failed ;” that every station among 
these Churches had, after a trial of many years, been abandoned, “ because 
there appeared no results sufficient to justify its continuance.” ‘The 
Society also attempted,” says the report, “ for several years, to co-operate 
with the ecclesiastical authorities of the Syrian Christian Church, upon 
the Malabar coast of South India, in educational measures for the revival 
of that ancient Church. But the attempts have failed: and the errors and 
superstitions have proved to be so inveterate, that the missionaries, under 
the sanction of the Metropolitan of India and the Bishop of Madras, now 
invite the Syrian Christians, equally with the Romanists-and the Heathen, 
to separate from their own brethren, and unite themselves with our 
Church.” This distinct statement, from so high an authority, has great 
weight with the Foreign Committee. 

In view of all the considerations now presented, they beg leave respect- 
fully to recommend that appropriations to the Mission at Constantinople, 
from and after the first day of January next, be limited to the contribu- 
tions which may be specially designated for it. 

In connexion with the preceding statements, in relation to the Constan- 
tinople Mission, the Foreign Committee, under the conviction that they are 
bound to report whatever circumstances may come to their knowledge, 
having: a bearing upon the prosperity of our Missions, deem it their duty 
to lay before the Board certain letters of Bishop Southgate, and also other 
statements, which have appeared in the public prints. 


CHINA. 
Re-established May, 1845. 
The Rt. Rev. W. J. Boone, D, D., Miss’y Bishop; The Rev. R, Graham, E. W, Syle, 
Presbyter; Mrs. Boone, Graham, Syle, and Misses Jones and Morse, Teachers. 


The missionaries of whose departure for this important field of labor, 
mention was made in the last annual report, arrived at the port of Hong 
Kong, in China, on the 24th April, 1845. After much inquiry, in which 
Bishop Boone availed himself of valuable information afforded him by the 
Rev. Mr. Smith, a Presbyter of the Church of England, who had visited 
the five ports under instructions from the Church Missionary Society, the 
Bishop was confirmed in the impression that Shanghai, the place fixed upon 
by the Foreign Committee, offered the most favorable prospects for mis- 
sionary labor. 

An unavoidable delay of one month occurred at Hong Kong, during 
which the rite of confirmation was administered at the British Chapel by 
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Bishop Boone. A vessel having at last offered, the Bishop sailed for 
Shanghai with some of the members of the Mission, the remainder follow- 
lowing as soon thereafter as arrangements could be made for their accom- 
modation. 

Here, he was also joined on the 19th Nov. by the Rev. Mr. Syle, who, 
with Mrs. Syle, had sailed from the U. S. in the month of May preceding. 
Some changes in the Mission have been occasioned, by the resignation of 
Miss Gillet, who had gone out as a missionary teacher, and who married 
a gentleman attached to another Mission at Canton, and by the return of 
Rev. Mr. Woods and Mrs. Woods to this country, in consequence of the 
impaired health of Mr. Woods. 

Accounts have been received from Bishop Boone up to the 12th Febru- 
ary last; which breathe a spirit of much encouragement, in regard to our 
missionary prospects at Shanghai. 

This city, one of the five ports opened by treaty, is situated on the 
river Woosung, near its mouth, and lies in the southern part of Kiang-su, 
a province which contains more than thirty-seven millions of inhabitants, 
giving thus an average of one thousand persons to the square mile,—by 
far the most thickly settled country of its extent on the globe. 

Shanghai is surrounded by a very fertile country ; and, independently 
of its agricultural advantages, it is also the seaport of two of the most po- 
pulous cities of the empire, viz: Su-Chow-Fu and Nanking, which are 
distant from the first, thirty, and from the second, one hundred and fifty 
miles, are places of high literary character, and of great wealth and com- 
mercial influence. The first of these is considered the metropolis of 
classic literature, the centre whence the rays of native philosophy are 
dispersed over the millions of educated Chinese ; the other, Nanking, is 
the old capital of the empire, and retains still a great influence over the 
other portions of that vast territory. In addition to these favorable cir- 
cumstances, Shanghai approaches nearest to Peking, the present capital, 
and, from its position near the junction of the Yangt-sz-Kiang, and the 
grand canal of the empire, it has a communication with its most distant 
extremities. 

Besides its own immediate population, amounting to two hundred thou- 
sand, and its advantages for disseminating the Gospel through the interior 
by means of a native agency hereafter to be employed, Shanghai opens, 
above all other places in China, a prospect of extending to other regions 
beyond the empire, a knowledge of the truth. It already possesses an ex- 
tent of commerce exceeding the united amount of all the other free ports, 
exclusive of Canton, while, at a distance of but little more than two days 
sail, lie towards the south-east, the interesting group of the Loo Choo 
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Islands, and to the north-east, Japan and its pagan millions. The climate 
of Shanghai, a matter of great importance, has so far proved healthy to 
the European constitution. The summers, though hot, the thermometer 
ranging as high as 100° F. in the shade, are short, there being only about 
ten days of such intense heat, and about two months during which it 
ranges between 80° and 85°. The other months of the year are pleasant ; 
and the winters are cold and bracing, the thermometer having during the 
last winter ranged between 15° and 20° F. during six successive weeks ; 
so that missionaries, who have resorted to it from the islands in the Indian 
Archipelago, have found themselves greatly improved in health. 

The demeanor of the people of Shanghai towards our missionaries is also 
highly encouraging. So far from molesting them, the magistrates extend 
to them great courtesy, and the people exhibit none of the arrogance and 
dislike manifested by the inhabitants of Canton, but, on the contrary, much 
kind feeling and good will. The missionaries mingle freely with all, both 
within the city and in its neighborhood, without having ever met with the 
slightest difficulty. 

The dialect of the place approximates more than elsewhere to the court 
dialect, which, notwithstanding local corruptions, is generally, with certain 
limitations, intelligible in all parts among the higher classes. 

It is in reference to this city, in connexion with the city of Ningpo, that 
the Rev. Mr. Smith, of the Church Missionary POP after the closest 
investigation, makes the following report : 

“Viewed as combining in themselves the several distinct advantages 
of salubrious climate, eligible residence, and friendly disposition of in- 
habitants,—direct communication with Europe,—comparatively quiet iso- 
lation from foreigners,—contiguity to the strongholds of native science,— 
local proximity to the second largest city in the empire,—central position 
in reference to the whole of China,—and of future bearings, of the most 
magnificent order, on the evangelization of the surrounding Archipelago, 
I cannot hesitate to pronounce the united stations of Shanghai and Ningpo 
as presenting one of the noblest and most promising fields in the Hast. 

“1 would point to the map, and, after surveying their mutual compact- 
ness, their largeness of scope, and their central position amid surrounding 
regions, where one unexpected event of Providence may place millions of 
idolaters within reach of Christian philosophy, can fearlessly and unhesi- 
tatingly challenge any spot on the Chinese coast, now open to us, uniting 
in itself so many facilities as these two stations, on either side of the bay, 
which forms the embouchure of the Tsien-Tang-Keang.”’ 

Bishop Boone, in his last letter, dated on the 12th February, remarks, 
in reference to the position of Shanghai, that further examination had fully 
satisfied all his otee accounts of it. 
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The Bishop reports that since their arrival out, the several members of 
the Mission have been diligently pursuing their studies under his direction, 
reciting to him daily, and making a very fair progress in the acquisition of 
the language. A school for Chinese boys had been commenced, and ten 
had entered for the term of ten years. Many more had offered, but the 
Bishop is endeavoring, as much money and time are to be expended upon 
them, to make a careful selection of only the most promising. ‘The present 
accommodations of the Mission are sufficient for the admission of but about 
twenty. It is intended soon to enlarge this very important branch of mis- 
sionary operations ; and also, as soon as proper apartments can be pro- 
cured, to establish a department for the education of girls, into which en- 
trance had been already sought for several. It is hoped that the interest 
already exhibited in this department of missionary effort by members of our 
Church, will become every year deeper and mere widely extended ; for 
unquestionably upon those of the rising generation of Chinese who may be 
instructed in the knowledge of Jesus, must the Christian world mainly rely 
for the future evangelization of China. 

An event ofan important public nature has recently transpired in relation 
to the toleration of the Christian religion in China. Under one of the first 
treaties with European powers, viz. that with the French Government, an 
edict was promulgated by the Chinese Imperial High Commissioner, which 
granted toleration to the professors of the religion of Christ. But in con- 
sequence of the representations of the members of the Church of Rome, a 
second edict was issued, putting such a construction upon the first as ab- 
solutely to cut off Protestants from all participation in the toleration be- 
fore granted. Immediately upon the receipt of this last decree, which, if 
carried into effect, would have put an end to all our efforts, Bishop Boone 
addressed a letter to the American Commissioner, Mr. Everett, soliciting 
his interposition in the crisis. Mr. Everett having, however, not arrived, 
His Excellency, Sir John Davis, the British Governor of Hong Kong, in- 
terfered immediately and efficiently, and submitted the whole affair to the 
Chinese Imperial Commissioner, who soon thereafter issued an edict, grant- 
ing to all the Chinese a complete toleration in the profession and practice of 
the Christian religion. 

Thus the good providence of God seems to have thrown wide open the 
door of entrance to this immense empire, which, but five years since, was 
sealed up. All observation and investigation have tended to confirm the 
hopes of success with which our missionary efforts in that region were com- 
menced : one by one difficulties have vanished, and now, nothing is want- 
ing but faith and love on the part of the Christian Church, to pour a flood 
of Gospel light upon its myriads of people. May we not hope, that in 
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view of the influence upon the whole Asiatic continent, which will be the 
result of the introduction of Christianity into China ;—of the distinct evi- 
dences of a progressive movement in the minds of that people ;—of the clear 
indications of the path of duty marked out by the orderings of God’s provi- 
dence :—and, above all, of the unquestionable declarations of those holy 
men, who, of old, spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost—may we 
not hope “ That missionary efforts for the conversion of the Chinese will be 
taken in hand in a spirit of faith, insome degree commensurate with the glo- 
rious object in view,’ and in a spirit of liberality worthy the Church to 
which we belong ? 

The Committee have still to lament, that among all our candidates for 
orders, none, qualified for the work, have yet been found to respond to the 
invitation, which has been for two years extended to them, under the noble 
provision made for three unmarried missionaries, by two laymen of our 
Church. They still cherish the hope, that God will put it into the hearts of 
some among us, who possess the health and other necessary qualifications 
for this field, to make that sacrifice for the love of his dear Son, which 
hundreds of young men are every day eager to offer, for the love of gain 
and temporal reward. 

The expenditure on this Mission, during the year, has been $7,324 27. 
The receipts for it specially have amounted to $10,862 89; of which 
$1000 are from St. Peter’s Church, Charleston, towards the support of 
Bishop Boone, and $1000 from St. John’s Church, Providence, for the sup- 
port of the Rev. Mr. Syle. The balance in favor of China is now in the 
treasury, and is to be remitted to the bankers of the Foreign Committee in 
London, to the credit of this Mission. 


TEXAS. 


The Foreign Committee include, for the last time, the Churches of this 
State in their report. In consequence of the recent change in the political 
relations of Texas, the missionary stations were, on the Ist January last, 
formally transferred to the Domestic department; the Foreign Committee, 
however, continuing to sustain them up to the Ist day of July, 1846. 

In relinquishing their charge of this most interesting portion of the field, 
the Committee have the satisfactory assurance that the expenditure of the 
Church in this quarter has been available for much good. Congregations 
have been firmly established in the three principal towns of the State, Gal- 
veston, Houston, and Matagorda, The two former will relinquish all mis-

sionary aid, and become self-supporting, after the Ist July next ; but Mat- 
agorda will require assistance for some time to come. 

From the letters of missionaries, the Committee learn the following par- 
ticulars : 

At Gatveston, the Rev. Mr. Eaton continues in charge, who represents 
the parish as in an encouraging state. Six persons were confirmed during 
the recent visit of Bishop Freeman. 

At Hovsrton, the Rev. Mr. Gillett has met with much success in his 
ministry. A congregation has been gathered sufficiently numerous and 
interested to assume the support of their clergyman. During the last 
year, there have been at this station nineteen baptisms, of which eight 


‘were of adult persons. ‘Twenty-two have been added to the Communion, 


of whom fourteen were new communicants,—the whole number’ being 
fifty. Fourteen were confirmed by Bishop Freeman. 

In the Sunday school there are sixty pupils, under the care of ten 
teachers. A class of servants, twenty-five in number, has been formed 
for weekly oral instruction, taught by the missionary himself. <A parish 
daily school, for both sexes, has been opened, which contains fifty scholars. 
A building has been purchased, to serve the double purpose of a school- 
house and a temporary place of ‘worship. A Church edifice, of brick, 
thirty-five by sixty feet, has been commenced ; the walls have been erect- 
ed, and the roof is on; and here, is at a stand, for want of funds. The 
Committee hope that the missionary’s application for aid in this effort to 
procure a place of worship, will meet with a favorable hearing. 

At Maracorpas, the Rev. Mr. Ives continues the care of the station, and 
of the parochial school connected with it. The missionary observes, that 
his prospects of usefulness are steadily brightening 

For further particulars in relation to the state of Texas, the Board are 
referred to the official report of the Missionary Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Freeman, which will be submitted. é 

The expenditure on these Missions during the past year has been 
$2,476 33; the receipts specially for them have amounted to $193. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Foreign Committee would conclude their report by again affection- 
ately entreating, from their brethren the clergy of the Church, a favorable 
consideration of their particular department of missionary labor. They 
appeal most confidently to those who have already given in their support, 
whether they themselves, and the flocks committed to their charge, have 
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not been spiritually refreshed and cheered since an interest has been awa- 
kened among them for the conversion of an unbelieving and idolatrous 
world; whether the divine blessing has not been found to rest, with an es- 
pecial influence, on that ministry of the word, which has led the hearers to 
cherish the most enlarged and fervent interest, in the extension of Christ’s 
kingdom ? 

Nor can they appeal with less confidence to the actual results of mis- 
sionary enterprise, the contemplation of which should induce all, to encou- 
rage themselves in God, and to put forth all their energies in His service. 
From the state of the Gentile world, at the opening of the present century, 
‘any one would have supposed it impossible, for a few individuals, to 
effect any thing in so short a space of time as thirty or forty years; yet, 
plans originating with a few, who contemplated nothing but a little partial 
benefit, have spread almost over the world itself their beneficial efficacy ; 
insomuch that what was at first but as a cloud, the size of a man’s hand, 
has already overspread the heavens, and descended in fertilizing showers 
on every quarter of the globe.” May the Church, then, take courage 
from what has been seen, and press forward to the work that is before it ; 
not contemplating difficulties, but confiding in our God, and going on, in his 
strength, to fulfil his holy and blessed will!

Rev. anp Dear Sirs,—As Publisher of the “Spirit of Missions,”’ I 
have to state, that the circulation of this publication, aided materially as 
it has been, by the very acceptable services of the respected Special 
Agent of the Domestic Committee in the West, is now fully as large as 
that reported last year to the Board. Upwards of 4,100 copies are dis- 
tributed, of which something more than one-fourth are sent to the Clergy 
in the Church, to Missionary Societies, &c., without charge. 

I regret, however, the necessity of saying, that the encouraging pros- 
pect of the last year has not been altogether sustained, at least not to the 
extent of enabling me to make further returns to the Missionary Treasu- 
ries.

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REPORT OF THE RT. REV. JACKSON KEMPER, D. D., 
MISSIONARY BISHOP IN THE NORTH-WEST. 


June, 1846. 
Dear BretTuReEN, js 

I am happy in reporting, that during the past year I have been enabled 
to visit almost every station within the extensive jurisdiction committed to 
my trust. Amidst many unexpected trials and discouragements, I per- 
ceive much cause to bless God and take courage ; for I fully believe, that, 
with the divine blessing, we are laying a deep and permanent foundation, 
on which the Church of the living God will be gloriously established. My 
fellow-laborers are faithful and self-denying, and most richly deserve. all 
the encouragement and sympathy of their more favored brethren. 

My visitation during 1845 of the diocese of Indiana, is minutely described 
in the Journal of its Eighth Convention, lately published. Jam now ona 
second visitation, which will probably terminate by the Ist of August. I 
have therefore been, since your last meeting, twice at Mishawaka, Fort - 
Wayne, Peru, Logansport and Delphi, and once at least, if not oftener, at 
Michigan city, La Porte, Bristol, Lima, Richmond, Hagerstown, Hillsboro’, 
Lawrenceburgh, Madison, Jeffersonville, New-Albany, Corydon, Leaven- 
worth with four places in its neighborhood, Bloomington, Point Commerce, 
Bloomfield, Vincennes, Langton’s, Thurston’s, New Harmony, Evansville, 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis, Roseville, Rockville, Crawfordsville, and Lafay- 
ette. Atall these places, and, in fact, at many vicinities throughout the state, 
there are a few Episcopalians; and at about eighteen of them, the Church 
in all probability will be firmly established, if the missionaries are sustained 
a few yearslonger. I have confirmed fifty-nine persons, consecratéd two 
Churches—St. Mary’s at Delphi, and St. Stephen’s at Terre Haute,—and 
laid the corner-stone for one at La Porte. Two young men have been ad- 

mitted candidates for the ministry—Josiah Phelps, who is pursuing his 
' studies at the General Theological Seminary, and William H. Morrison, 

who recites to his rector, the Rev: S. Lee Johnson. At three parishes,— 
Madison, Fort Wayne, and Peru—the children of the congregation were 
‘brought forward to be catechised. And at the Convention which assem- 
bled last October at Terre Haute, great kindness of feeling and unity of 
sentiment prevailed; all appeared anxious to carry out the designs of the 
Prayer-Book, which they considered the best commentary extant on the 
volume of inspiration, These, and various other circumstances, are en- 
couraging ; and I hope the day is near when the diocese of Indiana will 
have a Bishop of her own, and when her feeble parishes —and now they 
are all such—nurtured by the kindness of our Eastern brethren, will not 
only be able to sustain themselves, but to strengthen others. I baptized 
one woman and nine children, of whom four were females. 
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The prospects of the Church in the territory of Wisconsin are exceed- 
ingly interesting and encouraging, provided the Missionary Society will 
continue and increase their fostering care for the next ten years. Several 
clergymen have been ready to join us, but I was unable to promise them . 
the slightest aid from your funds. Indeed, so small was the appropriation 
made a year ago for this most delightful and inviting field, that had it not 
been for the noble sacrifices of several of the missionaries, I should have 
been compelled to dismiss three of them from this sacred service. Here 
in Wisconsin, I can truly say, give us money—give us the aid and outfit 
that was proffered six years ago to any clergyman who would come to the 
West—and this wilderness, refreshed by the dews of heavenly grace, will 
soon bud and blossom asthe rose. I have visited Milwaukie, Racine, 
Southport, Beloit, Janesville, Prairie du Lac, Whitewater, Fort Atkinson, 
Aztalan, Jefferson, Nashotah Lakes, Lisbon, Pine Lake, Aspen, Sheboy- 
gan, Sheboygan Falls, Gibbs’ settlement, Fond du Lac, Ta-che-day, Green 
Bay, Duck Creek, Potosi, Madison, and Mineral Point—and at several of 
them, particularly at Racine, Nashotah Lakes, and Milwaukie, have fre- 
quently officiated. At the last named place, where I remained for several 
weeks during the winter, I assisted the rector in organising and sustaining 
a second parish. Of the candidates for the ministry mentioned in my last 
report, one has withdrawn his name, another has been transferred to the 
diocese of Pennsylvania, and a third has been ordained. ‘Two have been 

added to the number, John P. T. Ingraham and William Markoe—so that 
’ there are still eight, all of whom are diligently pursuing their studies at 
the Nashotah Mission school, where in quietness and peace, in prayer and 
self-control, they are preparing to endure hardships as good soldiers of 
Christ Jesus. 

One church has been consecrated, St. Luke’s, Racine—the corner 
stone for a sacred edifice has been laid by me at Mineral Point—and I have 
admitted Mr. Samuel K. Miller to deacon’s orders—and the Rev. Gustaf 
Unonius and the Rev. Samuel K. Miller to the priesthood. Both last year 
and this I called the clergy together in convocation, and the forbearance, 
the zeal, and the love which characterized their proceedings, particularly 
at the last meeting, which was held at Racine in May, afforded me inex- 
pressible delight and encouragement. I have baptized a man and six 
children, of whom four were females. The confirmations have been as 
follows: 15 at Milwaukie, 2 at Green Bay, 3 at Prairieville, 9 at Janesville, 
3 at Beloit, 4 at Madison, 7 at Lisbon (English), 7 at Aspen (Norwegian), 
8 at Racine, and 33 at Duck Creek (Oneida). The total amount is 91. 

In Iowa, I have visited Dubuque, Davenport, Bloomington, Burlington, 
Fort Madison, Mount Pleasant, Oskaloosa, the Racoon Agency of the 
Sacs and Foxes, and other places. To the few missionaries who are 
now laboring in this distant field there should be added three or four 
more without delay ; and one or two could have been added, had there 
been any funds at my disposal. Ten persons were confirmed by me at 
Burlington, and one at the Racoon Agency, where I likewise baptized 
several children.* ‘The deacon, the Rev. Daniel Murphy, who was settled 
at Dubuque, has been admitted to priest’s orders. 


" The loss of my Diary makes me uncertain of the exact number, but I think there were four. 
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] have never forgotten that the General Convention, in,1838, committed 
to me the charge of the Indian Territory north of 364. I have more than 
once been in part of it, have occasionally corresponded with some of the 
tribes, and although I have never yet found time to explore the various por- 
tions of that extensive country, I fully intended to embrace the first oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining where Missions could be established, and of recom- 
mending the effort to the interest and care of the Church. Last winter I 
considered the time for operation had arrived; and accordingly made 
known my designs and wishes to the Domestic Committee. Their reply, 
said to be the verbal report of a sub-committee, was most discouraging 
and cold, and of such a nature as to destroy all hope, at present, of any 
aid from that quarter. It was my intention to start early this spring with 
the Rev. 8. Davis, the able and successful missionary among the Oneidas, 
and two of the leading members of his congregation, and to visit most of 
the nations who have been removed to that country ; in the confident ex- 
pectation of finding many openings of usefulness. It was the opinion of 
Mr. Davis, when | last saw him in February, whose experience is of the 
utmost value, that a Mission could be successfully established and carried 
on at the rate of $550 per annum. And one clergyman, I am happy to 
say, has lately expressed to me a desire to devote himself to the spiritual 
welfare of the aborigines. The expense of the contemplated journey 
would not have been great; yet it exceeded my own resources, as you 
deemed it expedient last year to diminish the appropriation, which, here- 
tofore, had been annually placed at my control, aud a large portion of 
which I had been enabled to spend upon the leading objects of the Mis- 
sion. My first visit would have been to an agent whose spirit and desires 
can be partly appreciated from the following extract of his official report, 
dated Sept. 1, 1845: “ Many religious denominations in our country (for 
one, in particular, I can speak) are ready, at the first intimation of encou- 
ragement, to extend the hand of benevolence and Christian love among 
these tribes ; nor does a desire for the welfare and happiness of my own 
children maintain a much higher place in my heart than an earnest wish 
to see, and, if permitted, be instrumental in bringing forward, the day 
when love to the Lord Jesus shall become the preponderating sentimentg 
the lives and characters of these benighted red men.’* [I spent, during last 
mid-summer, some days with this truly Christian gentleman, at the mouth 
of the Racoon, which empties into the Des Moines in the western parts 
of lowa; and administered to him and his family some of the ordinances 
and consolations of our holy religion. The untutored, and in many re- 
spects noble people, of whom he had charge, and for whom he felt so much 
solicitude, were soon to leave for ever their hunting grounds and the 
graves of their fathers. He was to accompany them to the neighborhood 
of Fort Leavenworth, beyond the Missouri ; and there, where he now is, 
he doubtless expected, before this time, to see me, or some other represent- 
ative of the Church, anxious “to extend the hand of benevolence and 
Christian love” to his people, and the tribes by which they are surrounded. 
Alas, there was no money in the treasury even to sustain the expense of 
such a visit under circumstances so peculiarly favorable!

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I cannot quit this important subject without stating my oft-repeated con- 
viction, that, as a Church, we have great cause to thank God for the tem- 
poral and spiritual improvement of the Oncidas. I still believe them to be 
the best specimen our country affords of the civilizing influence of the gos- 
pel of peace. The missionary has been steadfast and immoveable for their 
good amidst calumny and opposition ; and he has watched over the welfare 
of his flock with parental fondness and solicitude. Ample means of ease, 
comfort and enjoyment were lately placed before him—he could be released 
from his arduous duties and live once more amidst his friends and the com- 
panions of his youth. I saw the struggle—and, may I add, the agony of 
her who had devoted the best years of her life tothe most patient and suc- 
cessful instruction in Scripture truths of the benighted and child-like minds 
of the female members of the congregation. ‘The struggle was short—he 
could not leave those whom he so greatly loved—and the lives of both were 
consecrated anew to the sacred cause. 

Anxious to interest the members of the Church in the welfare of the 
Oneidas as much as I am, and to convince them from this example that 
we can yet do much and permanent good among the deeply injured abori- 
gines of our country, I beg your attention to the following extracts from the 
report of the late agent, D. Jones, Esq. to the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, 25th August, 1845, as the testimony of an entirely impartial witness: 


“The Oneidas resideeon the west side of the Fox riyer, about nine miles 
from this sub-agency: they number about seven hundred and twenty souls ; 
they have adopted the manners and customs of the white man.” 


* They have two churches, besides school-houses, mills, &c., &e. They 
live in comfortable frame and block houses, well adapted to this northern 
climate. Their farms are under good cultivation. They have raised this 
year fine crops of wheat, oats, corn, &c., and will have a large surplus for 
sale. They furnish nearly all the steamboat wood, besides other fuel that 
is wanted by the citizens of Green Bay. In fine, they have all the com- 
forts of life about them, and their land is equal to any in northern Wis- 
consin. ‘Their settlement and improvements are not surpassed by any in 
this section of the territory.” 


“T have visited the Rev. Mr. Davis’s school among the Oneidas, and 
found it orderly and well attended. The scholars have made respectable 
improvement in reading, writing, and grammar.” 


“ About one hundred of the Oneidas are desirous of emigrating south of 
the Missouri. This party, with few exceptions, is composed of emigrants 
from New-York, who have sold all their interest in their land in that state, 
and have emigrated to Green Bay within the last three or four years.” 


“The chiefs of the old settlers here inform me, that, before they would 
consent to this party occupying their lands in this territory, they caused 
them to enter into a written stipulation, which is’on file in the Comptrol- 
ler’s office of the state of New-York, that they should not have any right 


or claim to the lands in this territory, nor should they in any way meddle 
or interfere in the natiorial concerns.” 


“If some provision could be made to remove those who wish to emigrate, 
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it would have a happy effect with the old settlers, as the principal part of 
the (so called) Missouri party are more or less addicted to drunkenness.” 


Some white men obtained an influence over the Missouri party ; and, 
through their instrumentality, a representation was made to the General 
Government, that the Oneida nation wished to sell their lands, and remove 
to the Far West. Goy. Dodge was accordingly commissioned to treat with 
them for that purpose. He arrived late last fall at Duck Creek, and held 
a council, which lasted three days. The result was most gratifying. 
Not a chief or brave had ever wished to sell, and scarcely an advocate 
appeared in favor of a removal. The Governor then understood the case, 
and acted most nobly. He assuréd the Oneidas of his friendship and pro- 
tection, and that the Government did not want their lands. He praised 
their industry and improvement; and begged them to rest satisfied that 
they should never be disturbed in their privileges and rights. Thus the 
wrath of man has been overruled, to the welfare of this worthy people,— 
once the most warlike of the Indian tribes, the bravest of the brave, and 
a terror to most of the nations with whom they came in contact, and now 
cultivating the earth in peace, and blessed with all the necessary comforts 
of civilization. The kindness of the Governor was exceedingly cheering, 
and a deep sense of religion soon pervaded the congregation. Hence, 
thirty-three, after due instruction, were confirmed at my late visit; and I 
was requested to return, before the year was passed, for several more had 
expressed an anxiety to rank themselves on the Lord’s side. 

I was anxious, when I began this report, to make it as concise as possi- 
ble, and therefore regret its present length. I shall conclude with a few 
more statistics, and two or three observations. 

The Rev. Samuel Sherwell has been transferred from lowa to Tennes- 
see ; and I have received the Rev. N. A. Okeson from Georgia into In- 
diana—the Rev. Thomas B. Fairchild from Ohio into Indiana—and the 
Rev. Stephen C. Millett into Wisconsin from Western New-York. The 
Rev. S. Marks, of Ohio, is officiating at Racine, in Wisconsin—the Rev. 
E. Greenleaf, of Michigan, at St. Croix, in Wisconsin—the Rev. C. H. 
Page, of Kentucky, as heretofore, at Jeffersonville, in Indiana—and the 
Rev. F. C. Brown, of Western New-York, at Peru, in Indiana. 

I have scarcely been out of the bounds of my Mission, except when 
passing from one portion of it to another. In this way I have preached 
once at Niles, in Michizan—twice, on a Sunday, at Chicago, in Illinois, 
when I likewise baptized the infant son of the rector of one of the parishes 
—once at Louisville, in Kentucky—once at the Bend, in Kentucky, oppo- 
site Leavenworth—and probably once or more at Galena, in Illinois. 

Although my health was injured in consequence of unusual exposure to 
the excessive heat of last summer, yet I was never debarred from the high 
duty and sacred privilege of preaching the Gospel. As heretofore, I em- 
brace every opportunity ; although, in consequence of the loss of some 
valuable papers, I cannot state the number of times that I have proclaimed 
the unsearchable riches of Christ and administered the Holy Eucharist. 
They have been, however, I believe, as frequent as in former years. 

On a review of the past year, I candidly confess I am cast down ; but 
not in despair. Never was there a more attractive field, towards which 
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duty of the highest grade prompted in the clearest manner, than that which 
the Western States and Territories open to the exertions and benevolence 
of Churchmen. Here are relatives and fellow-worshippers exposed to every 
danger, and deprived in many cases of every consolation. Are they to be 
abandoned ? or are the hopes which were once awakened to be snatched 
from them forever? I blush, not for the Church, but for her worldly-mind- 
ed members. Are we always to be the last in the field of Missions, and 
the first to quit it? While new calls are increasing, you were compelled 
to appropriate a less sum than formerly ; and yet many of the missionaries 
were deprived, for months after they were due, of the salaries which were 
pledged to them, whereby much suffering was occasioned ; and not one 
who joined me has received a cent for outfit, although $1,000 were de- 
signed for that purpose, and, according to the custom of past years, was 
naturally expected. 

We perceive not the same negligence, the same forgetfulness, in the de- 
nominations around us. They accomplish with ease what we can scarce- 
ly hope for. The number of their missionaries, their houses of . public 
worship, and their schools, proclaim that they have friends at the East who 
sympathize with them, and who are always ready to aidthem. Brethren! 
we pray that the love of Christ may constrain you to give of your abun- 
dance for a few years longer. And we beseech you to remember that the 
majority of those persons who remove to a new home in the West, are 
very poor. There are, perhaps, one thousand communicants in Wiscon- 
sin, if the Indians and Norwegians are included. Not more than two 
hundred and fifty of the whole number can yet contribute towards the sup- 
port of the Gospel. Do good, then, especially to the members of the house-_ 
hold of faith, who are scattered throughout this vast country, and who, 
without your assistance, may be deprived of all the privileges of the sanc- 
tuary of the Most High God.

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REPORT OF THE RT. REV. G. W. FREEMAN, D.D., 
MISSIONARY BISHOP OF THE SOUTH-WEST. 


To the Bourd of Missions of the Prot. Episcopal Church in the United States. 


BreTHREN,—Desirous of complying with the requisition of the Canon 
(viii. 1844,) “ Of Missionary Bishops within the United States,” I find my- 
self, on reaching this place, too much indisposed—from a severe cold re- 
cently contracted in ‘Texas, which has seriously affected my lungs, and 
induced a most distressing cough—to make to the Board of Missions more 
than the following mere skeleton of a report. 

So soon after my consecration as | could conveniently arrange my pri- 
vate affairs, I set out for the field of labor assigned me. Leaving my late 
residence in New Castle, Delaware, on the 17th February, 1845, I pro- 
ceeded by way of New Orleans to Galveston, in Texas, where, in conse- 
quence of ten days detention in New Orleans, waiting for a packet, I did 
not arrive until the 18th of March. I made my visitation to the mission- 
ary stations at Houston, Matagorda, and Galveston, in the order in which 
they are named, spending a Sunday, preaching and administering Confir- 
mation, at each. At Houston I administered the Holy Communion, and 
confirmed nine persons. At Matagorda, to which place I was accompa- 
nied by.the Rev. Mr. Gillett, I administered the Holy Communion, and 
confirmed nine persons. At Galveston, 1 baptized, at the request of the 
missionary, two adults and seven children, and confirmed four persons, 
making, in all, twenty-two persons confirmed in ‘Texas. 

On the 10th April I embarked at Galveston for New Orleans, where I 
arrived on the morning of Sunday, the 13th, in time for Church. Leaving 
New Orleans on the 17th, I ascended the Mississippi river, on my way to 
Arkansas, visiting, at the earnest request of Bishop Otey, the Churches in 
Western Mississippi, and arrived at Little Rock on the 16th May. 

The points visited in Arkansas were Little Rock, Van Buren, Fort 
Smith, Fayetteville, Cane Hill, and the head-waters of White river. At 
Little Rock I preached a number of times, and confirmed nine persons. 
At Van Buren and Fort Smith I preached several times. At Cane Hill I | 
preached and confirmed three persons. At Fayetteville, preached six 
times, and administered the Holy Communion to ten persons. At the 
head-waters of White river I confirmed one person. Whole number con- 
firmed in Arkansas, thirteen persons. On my way back from the moun- 
tains to Little Rock, I spent a night, and preached in the little town of 
Ozark, on the Arkansas river. ; , 

On Tuesday, the 24th of June, I left Little Rock on my return to the 
east, where my presence was necessary to complete my arrangements for 
a permanent removal to the south-west. I arrived at New Castle on the 
16th of July, after an absence from my family of five months. 
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Having effected the settlement of my private affairs, on the 18th of Octo- 
ber, I again set out for my appointed field of labor, accompanied as far as 
Memphis, Tenn., by my family. At this place I was detained several 
days by sickness, having been seized with a violent chill on the river. Re- 
covering, I proceeded on the 9th of November, and reached Little Rock on 
the 12th, intending to proceed immediately on a tour through the interior 
part of the State, and the Indian Territory. But, for this purpose, I had to 
provide myself with a horse, which occasioned some delay, so that I was 
unable to set out before Monday, the 17th. I was met here by the Rev. 
Mr. Townsend, a missionary from Bowling Green, Kentucky, who was de- 
sirous of accompanying me on my tour, and willing, if it were thought ad- 
visable, to engage as a missionary in this field. He had accomplished his 
journey thus far upon very slender means, and reached Little Rock in a 
state of almost entire destitution. 

On Monday, the 17th of November, I left Little Rock, accompanied by 
Mr. Townsend, and after a fatiguing journey of 170 miles, arrived at Van 
Buren on Saturday, the 22d, early enough to give notice for service that 
évening. We had services Saturday night and twice on Sunday. 1 
preached twice, and baptized one child. Mr. T. preached once. On 
Tuesday we went over to Fort Smith, where we had sent an appointment 
for services, which were held at night, and I preached, Mr. 'T. reading 
service. , 

Being advised by Gen. Arbuckle that it was inexpedient to go into the 
Cherokee country, on account of the disturbances then existing in the na- 
tion, | abandoned my purpose of visiting Fort Gibson, as I did also that of 
making a tour through the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations, for want of a 
guide—Maj. Hunter, on whose escort I had relied, having been compelled 
to make his semi-annual tour a month or two earlier, in consequence of the 
ordering of the troops to the Texas frontier. I, therefore, resolved to spend 
some time at Fort Smith and Van Buren, and do what I could towards es- 
tablishing our Mission at those points on a firm and permanent basis. I 
spent three Sundays at the two places; one at Fort Smith, and two at Van 
Buren. At the former place, though the weather was intensely cold—the 
thermometer being one morning down to zero—we held service several 
times, and I baptized five children, confirmed one person—the first confir- 
mation ever held there—and administered the Holy Communion to six per- 
sons, four of whom belong to the Church. Finding that Mr. Townsend 
was acceptable to the people at both places, and hearing a very general 
expression of desire that he might be employed as a missionary there, I 
appointed him to the station ; and on Tuesday, the 9th December, left him 
in the exercise of the duties of his Mission, and set out on my return to 
Little Rock, where I arrived on Saturday, the 13th. Here, believing that 
the circumstances of the congregation required it, I remained, until the 
week after Christmas, preaching and lecturing some nine or ten times, and 
confirming two persons. 

On Thursday, the 30th, I left Little Rock, for the southern part of the 
State, and on Friday, the 2d of January, 1846, arrived at Washington, 
Hempstead county, lying on Red river. I preached at this place the same 
night to a very good and attentive congregation, assembled in the Court- 
house, and the next morning proceeded to Spring Hill, sixteen miles dis- 
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tant. Here I gave notice for services on the following’ day, (Sunday,) 
which were accordingly held in the Female Academy, both in the morning 
and afternoon. The congregations were large, and apparently interested. 
Having made an appointment for the following Wednesday evening, | 
proceeded the next day, (Monday,) to Louisville, La., Fayette county, 
distant eighteen miles, where, at night, I held service, and preached to a 
large congregation, collected upon very short notice, in the Academy. 
Returning to Spring Hill, I again officiated there, according to appoint- 
ment, on Wednesday night, when I baptized three children. 

Having forwarded an appointment for Sunday to Washington, I pro- 
ceeded thither on Saturday, and preached both that night and on Sunday. 
I found a very prevalent desire existing in this part of the State to en- 
joy the ministrations of the Church, and was assured that at least $400 
could ‘be relied upon in these three places, in aid of the support of a 
missionary. 

Leaving this portion of the State, I returned to Little Rock, designing 
to proceed from thence to Batesville, in the north. I arrived at Little 
Rock on the 14th of January. Here I again remained some two weeks, 
waiting for company, and for favorable weather,—the winter, thus far, 
having been very inclement. During this period, I preached a number 
of times, and confirmed two persons. On Wednesday, the 4th of Feb- 
ruary, I set out for Batesville, on White river, one hundred miles north- 
west from Little Rock, where I arrived on Saturday, the 7th. I per- 
formed service here, and preached the same evening, and also twice 
on Sunday, and on Monday and Wednesday nights. The services of 
the Church had never been performed here before; and it was truly 
pleasant to see how readily the people appreciated their excellence, 
and how deeply they were interested. In the course of my ministra- 
tions at this place, | baptized eleven children, and, before I left, at the 
‘earnest and repeated request of several persons, I called a meeting of 
those desirous of enjoying the ministrations of the Church, and assisted 
them in organizing a congregation in connexion with the Church. A 
missionary, sent to this place immediately, might expect, with the bless. 
ing of God, an abundant harvest, as the fruit of his labors. 

Returning, I spent Sunday, the 15th, about twenty-eight miles short 
of Little Rock, performing divine service, preaching, and baptizing an 
infant, in a Presbyterian church,—my congregation consisting of about 
thirty persons, of whom some seven or eight were Episcopalians. I 
reached Little Rock on Monday, the 16th, where I remained waiting 
for an opportunity down the river, until the 26th, when I took my de- 
parture, and proceeded to join my family at Memphis. 

The station at Little Rock will be vacant after the first of June, 
the Rev. Mr. Young having informed me that he intended to resign 
his charge, at that time. His place ought, if possible, to be immedi- 
ately supplied by an able and efficient man. The salary, including 
the missionary appropriation, will be at least $800; and the situation 
is, in other respects, an eligible one. There is reason to hope, there- 
fore, that it will not long be vacant. I have proposed to the Committee 
to recognise three other points in Arkansas as missionary stations, viz: 
Washington, Spring Hill, and Louisville, in the south ; Batesville, in the 
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north ; and Fayetteville, Cane Hill, and Washington county, in the north- 
west. Could these points be speedily supplied with efficient missionaries, 
I should feel that the Church had already obtained substantial foothold in 
Arkansas. 

On Thursday, the 10th of March, I embarked at New Orleans, not 
unaccompanied, for Galveston, on my second visitation of Texas. Ar- 
riving on the 18th, we remained until the l¢th, when we set out for Mata- 
gorda, proceeding sixteen miles that night. But the next morning, the 
prospect of the weather being very unfavorable, and the tides on the beach 
along which we were to travel uncommonly high, we were advised to post- 
pone our journey until the next week, which we did, and returned to Gal- 
veston. It was providential that we did so, as the vehicle in which we 
were travelling, (the public stage,) was upset that same trip, in one of the 
deep creeks which lay in our route, and which are usually crossed at their 
mouth, by driving out intothesurf. Whilst I remained at Galveston, I preach- 
ed six times, and, at the request of the Rev. Mr. Eaton, baptized three chil- 
dren. On the 26th, we again started, and the next day arrived at Mata- 
gorda. At night we had service, when I preached, and confirmed three 
persons. The next day I started on horseback for Brazoria, accompanied 
by the Rev. Mr. Ives; reached there on Saturday to dinner; and, as- 
sembling a congregation, preached at night, and gave notice for service on 
Sunday morning. On Sunday, Mr. Ives read prayers, and I preached, 
confirmed one person, and administered the Holy Communion to seven 
persons, four of whom were communicants of the Church. The congre- 
gations assembled were large for the place, and very attentive. In the 
afternoon we proceeded to Columbia, ten miles higher up the river, (the 
Brasos,).where we had sent on an appointment. I preached at night to a 
large and attentive congregation, and again the next day. 

The people here, and at Brazoria, appeared to be very anxious to have 
aminister of the Church laboring’among them; and | had assurances, 
which may be relied on, that at the two places mentioned, together with 
Gulf Prairie, all in Brazoria county, at least $600 would be contributed to 
the support of a missionary, should one be sent to them. 

We left Columbia on Monday afternoon, spending the night at Col. Hill’s, 
on the San Bernard ; the following night at Mr. Aldridge’s, in the prairie 
between the San Bernard and Caney; and the third night, April 1st, at 
Capt. Duncan’s, on Caney, where Mr. Ives baptized Mrs. Duncan, a lady 
in a very bad state of health, and I confirmed her. Leaving Capt. Dun- 
can’s on the morning of the 2d, we reached Matagorda late in the day, af. 
ter a ride of more than thirty miles in the open prairie, and under a broil- 
ingsun. We could have no services until Sunday morning, on account of 
bad weather, nor after Sunday morning until Wednesday, the 8th, when 
we had service at night, and I preached and confirmed six persons. 

- On Thursday, the 9th, we set out on our return to Galveston—reached 
the head of the bay, and staid all night, hoping to meet the conveyance 
which was to take us on to Galveston. We were disappointed, however,— 
the occurrence of a violent storm having suspended all communication 
with that part of the country. On Friday, therefore, which was Good Fri- 
day, we returned by boat (16 miles) to Matagorda, which place we reached 
in time for divine service. Here we were compelled to remain until the 
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next week. On Saturday night, Easter-eve, we had service, and I preached, 
as I did also on Easter-day, in the morning, and administered the Holy 
Communion. In the afternoon I read service and catechized the children. 
The condition of Mr. Ives’ congregation is improving ; it numbers thirty- 
four families, and thirty-one communicants, and is likely to be increased 
by removals from the plantations into the town. This station will, how- 
ever, continue to need the fostering care of the Missionary Committee, and 
it is hoped that they will be able to extend it to them for some time to come, 
to the amount of at least $500 per annum. It is an important station, as 
affording the means of extending a knowledge of the Church and the doc- 
trines she teaches to a wide extent of country in the interior. 

Leaving Matagorda, finally, on Tuesday, the 14th, we arrived—through 
many difficulties, though without serious disaster—at Galveston, on Fri- 
day, the 17th. ‘The next day we were fortunate enough to find a passage 
to Houston, where we arrived late in the evening, notwithstanding a violent 
collision with another boat in the narrow and crooked bayou, which for a 
moment threatened to be of a most serious character. The next day, Sun- 
day, I attended divine service and preached twice. The house, occupied 
as a temporary place of worship, was crowded, and many went away for 
want of seats. Owing to heavy falls of rain, which render the streets in 
this place—during their continuance, and for some hours afterwards—lit- 
erally impassable, we had no further service until Wednesday night, the 
22d, when [ again preached ; as also on Thursday and Saturday nights. 
On Sunday morning [ preached again, and ‘in the afternoon catechized the 
children, but was prevented from preaching by the sudden appearance of 
a heavy storm. On Tuesday evening, the 28th,—the first favorable op- 
portunity for the purpose,—I confirmed fourteen persons, all of whom were 
prepared to come to the Holy Communion. 

From Houston, I had projected a tour through the interior of the coun- 
try as far as Austin, San Antonio and Victoria; but the continued succes- 
sion of heavy rains had so flooded the country as to render travelling im- 
practicable, and I felt obliged to abandon my purpose for this season. ‘This, 
however, was the less to be regretted, since the same route was travelled 
over last fall, by the Rev. Mr. Gillett, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Eaton, 
from whom I[ have obtained much valuable information concerning the con- 
dition of the country, and the practicability of planting the Church there. 
Circumstances prevented my visiting Richmond, on the Brasos, a point oc- 
casionally visited by the Rev. Mr. Gillett, and where he expected to have 
a few candidates for confirmation. Having appointed the fourth Sunday 
after Easter (the 10th of May) for confirmation at Galveston, and being 
prevented going farther into the country by the state of the roads, I resolved 
to spend the interval at this place, doing what I could to strengthen the 
hands of our worthy missionary. Accordingly, we had services on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday nights, when I preached, as I did likewise twice on 
Sunday. Farther services were prevented by the occurrence of rains. 
Our missionary at this place has been doing good service to his Master’s 
cause. His congregation embraces about sixty families. The number of 
communicants is fifty. The Sunday school includes sixteen teachers and 
sixty scholars. A class of colored persons has been formed, who meet the 
minister weekly for oral instruction, and who have undertaken to raise, by 
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contributions among themselves, a sum sufficient for the education of a 
heathen child in Africa. A church has been commenced, of moderate size 
and modest pretensions, but large enough to hold the present congregation. 
The walls are up, and the roof is on; but the means at the command of 
the vestry being now expended, the work must stop, unless some further 
assistance can be obtained from abroad. That the work should be stopped 
is greatly to be deprecated, as not more than two-thirds, perhaps not so 
many, of those who wish to attend the ministrations of the Church, can be 
accommodated in their present temporary place of worship. And there is 
reason to fear that some who might be brought into the fold, will, by this 
means, be lost to us forever. 

Our friends here, as also at Matagorda, were very kind and hospitable. 
They would not suffer us to incur a single dollar’s expense while with them, 
and, in every way, showed themselves to be not only friends, but brethren. 

On Thursday, the 8th of May, we set out for Galveston, the Rey. Mr. 
Gillett kindly accompanying us, where we arrived on the next day. On 
Saturday night the church was opened for divine service, when I read 
prayers, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Eaton, and Mr. Gillett preached to a 
small congregation. The next day, (Sunday,) the Rev. Mr. Gillett again 
preached in the morning,—lI being too unwell, from a violent cold con- 
tracted in coming down the Bay, to do more than read the Ante-Commu- 
nion Service. For the same reason, I was obliged to omit catechizing the 
children in the afternoon, as had been appointed. In the evening, the Rev. 
Messrs. Eaton and Gillett read prayers, and I preached,—though with 
great difficulty,—and confirmed six persons, 

The congregation at Galveston is large, and, I understand, increasing. 
The number of communicants is thirty-three. Through the untiring ef- 
forts of the iadies of the congregation, a fine organ has been procured ; 
and the church is now receiving the improvement of a new coat of paint. 
The Rev. Mr. Eaton was very attentive to us during our stay, and did all 
in his power, I believe, to render us comfortable. During the residue of 
my time in Galveston, | was very unwell, and confined mostly to my room. 
On Friday, the 15th, we embarked in the steamship Galveston for this 
city, where, through the blessing of God, we arrived on the morning of 
the 17th, in all safety, and thankful, I trust, to Him, by whose good pro- 
eben we have been hitherto sustained, in every season of difficulty and 
peril. 

The opening for the Church in Texas is remarkable. In almost every 
quarter, we find an earnest desire to enjoy her ministrations ; and I doubt 
not, that at this time, as many as ten or twelve missionaries could be ad- 
vantageously employed, and in situations in which a considerable portion of 
ae support might be obtained from the people among whom they would 

abor. 

Two of the present missionaries, the Rey. Messrs. Eaton and Gillet, in- 
form me that they wish their parishes to be no longer regarded as mission- 
ary stations after the first of Julynext. From that time, they throw them- 
selves upon their congregations for their entire support. The other, the 
Rev. Mr. Ives, finds it necessary to retain his relation to the Missionary 
Board,—his congregation being small, and unable to do much towards his 
support. I have indicated to the Domestic Committee the following as 
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new missionary stations, and urged their adoption, viz: 1. Columbia, 
Brazoria, and Gulf Prairie, in Brazoria county ; 2. Richmond, and parts 
adjacent, in Fort Bend county ; 3. Independence and Brenham, in Wash- 
ington county, and Lagrange in Lafayette county ; 4. Austin, the pre- 
sent seat of government, together with San Antonio; and 5. San Augus- 
tine and Nacogdoches, in Eastern Texas. 

In conclusion, I would remark, that the field at present assigned to the 
Southern Missionary Bishop, is, in my judgment, entirely too extensive for 
the effectual supervision of one man. To accomplish any thing beyond 
the mere visitation of existing parishes, the Bishop must be always upon 
the move; he can have no settled dwelling-place,—no home,—and his 
visitations must be attended by very great expense. | would therefore re- 
spectfully suggest that measures, as soon as practicable, be taken for di- 
viding the field, and appointing another Missionary Bishop, or else that one 
portion of the field, (say Texas,) be placed under the supervision of a 
neighboring Diocesan Bishop. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE RT. REV. HORATIO SOUTHGATE, D. D., 
MISSIONARY BISHOP AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 


To the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United 
States of America. 


Fatuers AND BRETHREN : : 

It is made my duty by Canon VII. of 1844, ‘to report, at least once 
every year, to your body, my proceedings and acts, and the state of the 
Mission under my supervision.’ In accordance with this requisition, I 
now proceed to make my second annual report.* 

The short time that has elapsed since my arriyal here, July 18th, 1845, 
now nine months, will be reason sufficient for my being very brief. [ sup- 
pose that it is the design of these reports to present rather an outline than 
full details of our operations, as these last would occupy more time than 
it is possible for the Board to devote to them. 

I arrived here on the 18th of July, and proceeded immediately to obtain 
and fit up a Mission-house. ‘This I did by hiring two large houses, and 
opening a passage-way between them. It was my purpose from the first 
that the Mission, consisting of my own family, the Rev. Messrs. Miles, 
Taylor, and Penny, anda lady, who had accompanied me from America, 
and who had consented, though without accepting an appointment, to join us, 
should constitute one household. This seemed desirable both for the sake 
of economy, and efficiency. We entered the Mission-house on the Ist of 
September. 

My next duty was to prepare a Mission chapel, which was done within 
the walls of the Mission-house by certain alterations and arrangements, 
that enabled us to provide a neat and commodious place of worship at 
comparatively little expense. The furniture for the chancel had been pur- 
chased by me in London, and the communion plate had been provided by 
a few benevolent Churchmen in America. The chapel is furnished with 
moveable seats or slips, and is capable of accommodating with ease about 
eighty persons. It was consecrated on the 21st of September, Sunday, and 
the Feast of St. Matthew, when there were present, besides the family of 
the American Legation and the members of the Mission, about twelve or 
fifteen Oriental Christians, all, with one exception, to whom J had time to 
give notice of the solemnity. One of them was the Syrian Bishop of Je- 
rusalem, to whom I gave aseat inthe chancel. All appeared pleased with 
the services, and | took occasion after the sermon to make an address to 
them in Turkish, on the subject of Christian unity and devotedness to Christ. 

Since the consecration, the daily services of the Church have been sus- 
tained in the chapel, at the hours of 74 a. m., and 7 p.m. This has been 
to us a grateful and, we hope, not unprofitable occupation, while it has been:

n during my voyage to England, in May, 
efore the annual meeting, failed to be de- 
ed by a private hand, on account of its size. 
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the occasion of enabling, sometimes, Oriental Christians to witness the 
service, especially when, as on Feast Days, we have a third service, the 
Ante-Communion, at 11 a.m. I have also celebrated the Holy Eucharist 
every Sunday, excepting during Lent; and this also has not only been to usa 
grateful service, but is, in accordance with the practice of primitive Chris- 
tians, still preserved in these Churches. We have also had a sermon in 
English on Sunday morning; and, for the last two months, the Sunday 
Evening Service has been in Turkish, with a sermon in the same language. 

It is not our design to make the chapel a place of worship for Oriental 
Christians in distinction from their own churches, but only to provide: our- 
selves with the means of grace which our Church has secured to us, and 
to set forth to others, as they may have opportunity to witness it, the wor- 
ship of our branch of the Church universal. Eastern Christians have at- 
tended at different times, though not in considerable numbers; and many 
have visited the chapel at other times who could not conveniently be pre- 
sent at the service. ‘The number will doubtless increase, though in such 
a city as this it must of course be gradual. Many, of late, have signified 
their intention to attend, and among these are clergymen as well as lay- 
men. But some time must pass before even the existence of the chapel, 
within the walls of a private house, in a crowded city, can be extensively 
known. My heart’s desire is to see a Protestant Episcopal church rising 
here. It is a subject upon which I have communicated often with the 
Bishop of Gibraltar, and now that a firman has been granted for an Eng- 
lish church at Jerusalem, the chief difficulty seems to be out of the way, 
or at least greatly diminished. 

Soon after my arrival, I presented to the Greek and Armenian Patri- 
archs copies of the commendatory letters which I had received, previous 
to my departure from America, from the hand of our venerable presiding 
Bishop Chase. With these letters | was well received, and treated with: 
all the cordiality becoming the office of the representative of a Christian 
Church. Both these dignitaries inquired respecting our Communion, and 
expressed their gratitude and joy at my coming. From that time, | was 
upon friendly terms with them. The Greek Patriarch soon died, but the 
Armenian Patriarch still remains, and with him my relations continue to 
the present time of the most intimate and confidential character. He has 
frequently expressed a desire for a closer connection with the Anglican 
Communion. He has encouraged my intercourse with his clergy and 
people, has approved all that we have yet done for their benefit, and has . 
asked repeatedly for other aid, which it has not been in our power to give, 
through lack of means. He has sought to make our Church known 
within his own Communion, has spoken approvingly of it even in his pub- 
lic discourses, has requested me to prepare a Treatise concerning it, with 
the Armenian and English printed on opposite pages, that it may be read 
as a text-book by students in his schools learning English. He has ap- 
proved a Tract which I have lately published, and to which I shall have 
occasion again to refer. He has examined and revised a translation of 
our Communion Service into Armenian, and has approved a translation 
of the Church of England Prayer-Book, now in progress in that language. 
He has sanctioned the connection of Armenians with us as assistants and as 
pupils. In all this, the Board may see the just results of our system. It 
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is only to be regretted that the miserable pittance of our Mission funds 
forbids our reaping the full benefits of our position. 

With the Greek Patriarch succeeding the one of whom I have before 
spoken, I have had but little intercourse. The precariousness of his po- 
sition, elected, as he was, against the wishes of his Church at large, the 
strong opposition which will probably soon remove him from office, and, 
above all, the degree of attention which I have given-to the Armenian 
Church, have prevented me from seeking at present any attempt at exert- 
ing a powerful influence with him. I hope, however, soon to extend my 
efforts in that direction, at least so far as to publish, in Greek, a Treatise 
on the Church, which | am preparing. But for this even, we have not the 
means at present. 

I ought to add here, that, in setting forth our own Church, I have never 
forgotten the Mother Church of England. Indeed, it is only by her that 
we trace our apostolic descent, and the primitive character of our formu- 
laries. It is necessary, therefore, to refer to her constantly ; and I have 
done so the more willingly, from my desire to present to our Eastern bre- 
thren the substantial unity of the Reformed Episcopal Communions of the 
West. I need not represent to the Board the great desirableness of our 
acting in unison with the English Church in all our efforts in this country, 
since the Board itself has expressed the same wish in a resolution adopted 
at its annual meeting in 1842. J have accordingly opened correspondence 
with the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Primus of the Scottish Epis- 
copal Church. With the Bishop of Gibraltar I have long been on terms 
of cordial intimacy. It will give you pleasure to know that our own views 
and plans are in strict accordance with the opinions of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, conveyed to me by his grace during my visit to England 
in 1844, as those opinions also are in harmony with all the proceedings of 
our own Church hitherto. 

With the Syrian Patriarch I have corresponded by letter, and through 
his representative, the Syrian Bishop of Jerusalem, before mentioned. It 
is not yet time to hear from him, in answer to the copy of Bishop Chase’s 
letter, which [ forwarded to him ; but I have had from him recently a very 
kind and fraternal epistle, addressed to me as Bishop, requesting my aid 
in a matter which concerns the religious welfare of his people. This aid 
Iam now rendering. With the Bishop, (his representative here,) my re- 
lations have been, and are entirely friendly. He also has desired aid: 
first, for introducing the use of the press among his people ; secondly, for 

printing an edition of the Psalms in his own language ; thirdly, for estab- 
lishing an institution for the training of teachers and clergymen. My want 
of funds has alone prevented me from rendering him any efficient assistance. 

With others of the Bishops and clergy of different Churches, my ae- 
quaintance has been gradually extended ; and I am happy in saying, that 
in every instance it has been kind and cordial. I have met with no jeal- 
ousy or fears of intrusion ; nor has there been the slightest indication that 
such an idea has formed itself in the mind of any ecclesiastic with whom 
I have conversed. The confidence of a Patriarch opens the way very ex- 
tensively to the confidence of the clergy, and indeed of the whole Church. 
But time is necessary, to impart full information respecting ourselves, and 
to bring our Church into its true position before the eyes of our Eastern 
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brethren. For this purpose, | have undertaken and nearly completed a 
Treatise on the “ Anglican Communion,” including therein the Church of 
England and the Scottish Episcopal Church with our own. It is a singu- 
lar fact, that nearly all the ecclesiastics with whom I have conversed, 
have, of their own accord, suggested to me the need of such a Trea- 
tise. ‘The Armenian Patriarch first induced me to undertake it, as I 
have already mentioned, and has since manifested much interest in its 
progress. Mr. Taylor is now engaged in translating it into Arabic, 
with the aid of a native priest, an assistant in the Mission. I wish to 
publish it in Arabic, Greek, and Armenian, and perhaps also in Turk- 
ish, as soon as the Church provides the means for the purpose. 

In some of my recent letters to the United States, I have spoken of an 
attempt to create a schism in the Armenian Church. The very full ac- 
counts which I have communicated for publication in our Church journals, 
may relieve me from the necessity of an extended statement here. The 
letter which I have received from the Armenian Patriarch, will doubtless 
have been read by most of the members of the Board. It is in many re- 
spects a remarkable document, and deserves particular notice, as evincing 
the good results of our policy among these Churches, and as showing the 
views of a Christian patriarch of one of the two largest Communions in the 
East. It would require the details of a volume to present a full history of 
all the events connected with this extraordinary movement. But I will 
say in a word, that I have acted throughout upon two plain principles ; 
first, of endeavoring to prevent, on the one hand, the imposition of unscrip- 
tural terms of communion; and secondly, of seeking to prevent, on the 
other, the evils which must arise from a groundless and unjustifiable schism. 
The first of these points has been clearly gained ; the second—who among 
us can certainly foretell the future? But there can be no doubt that our 
own position has been greatly strengthened, our influence increased, our 
Church better understood, by the agency which we have exerted in the 
matter. I have only to regret again, that we have not the means neces- 
sary for improving these opportunities to great and permanent usefulness. 
My position is one of incessant struggle between demands for labor on the 
one hand, and inadequate means on the other. 

I now turn to other matters.—The Rev. Mr. Penny, who accompanied 
me from America, left the Mission soon after our arrival, and returned to 
the United States. I should have been glad if he could have found it con- 
sistent with duty to have made a longer trial of the climate and life here ; 
but he deemed that the state of his health required a change, and rendered 
the prospects of his usefulness very uncertain. 

Among the translations which have been undertaken, have been the fol- 
lowing: 1. The Communion Service of our Church has been translated 
into Greek. This was done at the suggestion of the Greek Patriarch, who 
wished to see a copy of it.—2. The same Service has been translated into 
Armenian. This translation, as I have said, was examined by the Arme- 
nian Patriarch, and improvements of the translation suggested.—3. The 
sermon of Bishop Seabury on Christian Unity has been translated into Ar- 
menian. This has been done at the expense of the Protestant Episcopal 
Tract Society. —But, 4. the heaviest and most important work of this kind, 
is the translation of the Church of England Prayer-Book, which is under 
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my direction. It is now nearly completed, and I hope will be published 
during the present year. We shall then have the Prayer-Book (Church 
of England) in Greek, Arabic, Turkish, Armenian, and one or two inferior 
languages. This is a most important undertaking, and is the foundation, 
in fact, of our distinctive and peculiar labors here. The presentation of the 
Prayer-Book is the presentation of the Church ; it is also the presentation 
of pure and undefiled religion.—5. Much time has been occupied in the 
translation of documents and letters, epistles to and from Oriental ecclesi- 
astics, &c. This has been done by the presbyters of the Mission, with the 
aid of native assistants. The translation of the Tract on Christian Unity 
was also supervised by Mr. Miles, and the Greek translation of the Com- 
munion Service by myself. Thé translation of the Church of England 
Prayer-Book into Armenian is at the expense of the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge, whose labors in this country cannot be too highly 
appreciated,—6. Other translations are in hand, which need not at present 
be more particularly enumerated. 

With regard ‘to education, it was my earnest desire to establish an insti- 
tution for the training of young men who might become translators, teach- 
ers, and clergymen in theirown Churches. ‘The opportunity has offered, 
apparently toany extent to which I might be willing to avail myself of it; 
but the means have been wholly wanting. I had also desired to see an 
establishment for the training of young women, who might become teach- 
ers of the Christian females of this country ; but in thisalso my desire has 
been thus far delayed from the same cause, only one as yet having been 
received for this purpose. The present appropriation for the Mission al- 
lows nothing for these objects ; this the Board and the Church should dis- 
tinctly understand. 

In the present state of things in Turkey, it seems to me wise to avail 
ourselves, as much as possible, of native institutions. Several for the in- - 
struction of boys have been established by the Armenian Patriarch in this 
city, and though they are still in an inferior condition, from the want of 
competent teachers and text-books, they are a great advance upon any 
thing known here hitherto. [t would be wise in us to make them the re- 
cipients of our benefactions, and to aid with a generous confidence these 
first efforts of our brethren to recover themselves from the low condition 
into which they have fallen. I have done this according to our ability. 
I have procured from England, and distributed to the schools, text-books for 
the study of English, most of them ofa religious character, slates, maps, 
&c. A much larger donation has been forwarded to me for the same pur- 
pose, by the Bishop of Gibraltar, which has also been distributed. All 
these, I believe, are from the bounty of the Christian Knowledge Society. 
I have visited and examined the schools, and made such suggestions as I 
thought necessary for their improvement. The Patriarch has requested to 
have translated a work on astronomy, and another on geography, for the 
use of the schools, both of them publications of the Christian Knowledge 
Society ; but it has not been in my power. It is evident that religious and 
intellectual culture should go hand in hand, and perhaps in no way could 
we benefit so many minds as in aiding these laudable efforts of the Patri- 
arch. He wishes also to establish a higher institution or college, one de- 
partment of which shall be devoted to the training of students in theology. 
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There are now immediately connected with the Mission, seven native as- 
sistants and pupils. One of these isa priest, and another a deacon ; two are 
females; one is a translator, another is a translator and teacher, and one 
is actively engaged in the labors of the Mission abroad. ‘This number 
might be greatly increased, but the fact is, that some even of these are de- 
pendent upon the salaries of members of the Mission for their support, our 
Mission funds not sufficing for the purpose. 

1 have now to urge the serious attention of the Board to this last point— 
the state of our funds. You will have seen from what I have already said, 
that many of our labors have been impeded, some wholly prevented, by 
the want of means. It will be remembered that at the triennial meeting 
of the Board in 1844, the grant to this Mission was fixed at $5,000 per an- 
num, with permission to add two missionaries at salaries of $500 each, 
thus making the whole grant $6,000. ‘This was previous to my consecra- 
tion, and while I was expecting to leave the United States immediately 
after the adjournment of the General Convention. I was subsequently in- 
duced to spend six months more in the country, during the greater part of which 
time I was engaged in presenting the Mission to the Churches. The 
agency was so far successful, that, besides contributions at the time, about 
two thousand dollars were added to the pledges in behalf of this Mission, 
the former amount being about $1,600. I had foreseen that the appoint- 
ment of a Bishop would enlarge our sphere of usefulness. Accordingly, 
I applied to the Board, in my Report last year, for an increase of the grant 
to $7,000; but unhappily that Report failed to be laid before the Board. 
The consequence has been that for nearly a year we have been subjected 
to great embarrassment. Our means of usefulness are altogether made- 
quate to give full efficiency to the Mission. Applications for aid almost 
without number have been rejected, of which those that [ have mentioned 
are merely specimens. I now earnestly beg the Board to relieve us from 
a state so injurious to our work, and so unworthy of the Church, for it is 
unworthy of us to send a Mission of love to our Kastern brethren, and in 
our acts of love come not up to our professions. I will now state clearly 
and distinctly what is needed to enable the Mission to do its work. 

1. To occupy the openings which already appear, would require an out- 
lay (including salaries) of $10,000 a year, and the appointment of two 
missionaries in addition to those now here. It will be said, perhaps, that 
this is quite beyond the strength of our Foreign treasury. Of that the 
Board will judge. Other Missions receive as much, or more, of which I 
am heartily glad. My duty is to state what is necessary for the full effi- 
ciency of our operations. 

2. Last year I proposed that the annual grant be $7,000 per annum. 
With this grant, however, | would recommend the appointment of only 
one additional missionary, to take the place of Mr. Penny. ‘The grant 
would be insufficient, but would be better than our present one. 

3. I will state what appears to me the least with which the Mission can 
be at all sustained, viz: a grant of $6,000 per annum, as already made by 
the Board when the special contributions to this Mission were certainly 
less than they now are. I propose only that, with this sum, no addition 
be made to our present number of missionaries. The Board will remem- 
ber, that, of the $6,000, one thousand were intended for the salaries of 
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two additional men. I propose that this sum be transferred to our Mission 
fund, the great want now being of means for active usefulness. At pres- 
ent we are receiving but $5,000. Of this sum, $4,000 are needed for our 
support, including therein the rent of the Mission-house ($1,000), the cur- 
rent expenses of the Mission Chapel, postages, freights, teachers of Orien- 
tal languages to the Mission, and all, in fine, that comes under the head of 
incidental expenses. There remain, therefore, but $1,000 for missionary 
operations, and this is barely sufficient to pay the stipends of our native 
assistants. We have nothing then, in fact, for operations, such as educa- 
tion, translating, printing, &c. I now ask that, in case the Board cannot 
grant us more than $6,000, the one thousand dollars, before intended for 
two additional missionaries, be joined to the Mission fund. This will ena- 
ble us to do something, though little in comparison with the demand upon 
us. The Board will see that this proposition does not require any increase 
in their former grant, but only a different application of a part of it. I 
would also ask that it go into effect immediately, so that we may have the 
benefits of it for the last six months of this year.~ This will add $500 to 
our available means for the present year, (supposing the resolution of the 
Board to take effect on the first of July next,) and $1,000 to each year 
afterwards. : 

I have felt it my duty to state frankly to the Board what I consider as 
the lowest terms upon which the Church can sustain a Mission here that 
can accomplish any thing worthy of herself or of its own existence. And 
in doing this, I wish distinctly to be understood as saying that the high re- 
sults which I believe this Mission, under God, is capable of, can be attained 
only by a much larger effort. With a Mission fund of $2,000, our expec- 
tations must be moderate. 

The unexpected length to which my Report has already run, compels 
me to omit many things in our labors, upon which I would gladly have 
dwelt. A bare enumeration of some of them must suffice." The study of 
the Oreintal languages, Greek, Armenian, and Arabic, has been diligently 
prosecuted by the members of the Mission. Conversations have been held 
extensively with Oriental Christians ; the truths of religion and the nature 
of the Church have been discussed ; many visits have been made and re- 
ceived ; Churches as well as schools have been visited. A large corres- 
pondence, besides that already referred to, has been maintained with cler- 
gyinen and laymen of our own Church, and through them, as we hope, 
with congregations. Instruction has been given systematically in the 
Mission to those connected with it. A considerable number of books have 
been distributed, chiefly Prayer-Books, in Greek, Arabic, Turkish, and 
Italian, religious books in Armenian, and copies of the Scriptures. A sys- 
tem of laws has been framed for the Mission. A Mission library has been 
formed. ‘Two natives, Papists, have been admitted to the Communion of 
our Church. A system of reporting has been adopted, and, for the last 
two months, prosecuted, which, it is hoped, will keep the Mission constant- 
ly before the Church.

The Domestic Commitree of the Board of Missions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, feel bound to state to the Bishops, Clergy, and Laity of 
the Church, one or two reasons which have led to the present appeal. 

When the Constitution was framed by the General Convention of 1835, 
the entire control and management of Missions in the United States and 
its Territories was vested in a Board consisting of the Bishops, ex officio, 
and thirty clerical and lay members elected triennially by the General 
Convention. . 

The powers and duties of this Board are thus defined : 


“ ArvicLE IV. To the Board of Missions shall be entrusted the super- 
vision of the general missionary operations of the Church, with power to 
establish missionary stations, appoint missionaries, make appropriations of 
money, regulate the conducting of Missions, fill any vacancies in their 
numbers which may occur, and also to enact all by-laws which they may 
deem necessary for their own government, and the government of their 
Committees : Provided always, that in relation to organised dioceses hav- 
ing Bishops. the Board shall regulate the number of missionary stations, 
but the Bishop of the diocese may select the stations, and may at any 
time discontinue a station, and in lieu of it establish one elsewhere.” 
And it will be perceived by the eighth Article— 

« Anticte VIII. To the Committees of the Board thus constituted, shall 
be referred in their respective departments, during the recess of the 
Board, the whole administration of the general missionary work of the 
Church, subject to the regulations of the Board. Each Committee shall 
make a report of its proceedings to the Board of Missions at every meet- 
ing of the Board” — 
that all the powers and duties of the Board devolve, during the intervals 
of its annual sessions, upon the Domestic Committee. 

But, in process of time, on the recommendation of a majority of the 
Domestic Committee, and others, the Board saw fit to transfer first one, 
and then another, and finally, all these duties and powers, from the Domes- 
tic Committee to the Bishops themselves. This arrangement, after a fair 
trial, has been found inefficient in its practical working—and several of 
the Bishops chiefly interested, among whom is the faithful missionary 
Bishop of the North-West, desire a return to the mode of action prescribed 
by the Constitution, which the General Convention have not modified, al- 
though the Board and the Committee have adopted other modes of action. 

In brief terms, the difference is this :—Under the Constitution, the Do- 
mestic Committee were required— 

1st. To appoint the missionaries, with the proviso, that no missionary 
should be sent into any diocese without the consent of its diocesan. 

2d. The missionaries were required to correspond directly with the 
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Secretary and General Agent; and thus through the columns of the 
“Spirit of Missions,’”’ the Church received full and regular information as 
to the progress and condition of Missions. 

3d. The Committee were required, through their agent or agents, to 
raise funds and to distribute the same, as in their judgment the wants of 
the respective dioceses might require, and the sum collected would allow. 

Of these duties and powers, the Board have successively divested the 
Committee, and imposed them on the Bishops. But experience has shown, 
in the unahimous judgment of the Committee, that the mode of action 
prescribed by the Constitution, is the most simple, efficacious, and, on the 
whole, most satisfactory to the great body of the Bishops, Clergy, and 
Laity of the Church. 

The Committee therefore propose recommending to the Board, at its 
approaching annual session, a resumption of the powers and duties pre- ° 
scribed by the Constitution, and hereby pledge themselves to the Church, 
that so far as they are concerned, this result may be confidently antici- 
pated. 

In the mean season, being under engagements, through the Bishops, to 
the missionaries already in the field, to the amount of some $20,000, they 
avail themselves of a resolution passed June, 1845, and have appointed 
the Rev. Messrs. Halsey, Peterkin, and [’ox, special agents, to appear be- 
fore you, and state what may not be generally known,—the urgent need 
of funds in this department of Missions; and to spread before you such 
information as will, they cannot doubt, under God’s blessing, ensure a 
prompt and liberal response, and, what is of the last importance, a stated 
and regular supply of funds.

REPORT OF REV. CHAS. H. HALSEY, SPECIAL AGENT 
FOR THE NORTH. 


I respectfully report, that on the 23d December last, I received an ap- 
pointment as one of the Special Agents of your Committee, and having ac- 
cepted it on the 5th January following, | immediately thereafter entered 
upon its duties. 

That I have since been constantly employed in visiting the principal 
parishes in the larger towns and cities of the dioceses of Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts and New-York, and have also visited one or two parishes 
in each of the dioceses of New-Jersey, Rhode Island, and Connecticut. 

That by permission of the respective parochial clergy, I have presented 
the subject of Domestic Missions on eighty-three (83) occasions; have 
made nine (9) missionary addresses; have celebrated Divine service, in 
addition to preaching, twenty-two (22) times; and have aided the clergy 
by preaching on twenty-two (22) occasions of ordinary duty. 

That twenty-two (22) collections were made at the time of presenting 
the subject of Missions. 

That contributions have been received from twenty-eight (28) parishes, 
where collections were made soon after the presentation of the subject. 

That nine (9) parishes may be expected to contribute at an early date, 
and that the remainder have promised, in due course of time, to remember 
the object. 

As | observed the rule not to interfere with parochial arrangements, but 
to allow their benefactions to reach the treasury through the customary 
channels, [am not able to give a full and accurate account of the sums re- 
ceived by the Treasurer from the several parishes where [ have been, and 
from all the clergy with whom I have communicated. 

I have likewise received several sums (varying from $1 to $50,) from 
individuals, which are also reported. 

I have written sixty-five letters directly, or in answer to inquiries res- 
pecting Domestic Missions. 

I have attended the Annual Conventions of the dioceses of New-Jersey 
and Connecticut, and a convocation of the Bishop and Clergy of Rhode 
Island, and had an opportunity on the two occasions last mentioned, to pre- 
sent the subject of Missions. 

I have travelled three thousand six hundred and forty-nine (3,649) miles, 
at an expense (including postage, &c. ) of one hundred and thirty (130) dollars. 

I cannot close this report without testifying to the uniform kindness with 
which I have been received by the clergy, to the generous interest in the 
cause manifested by the laity, and to the measure of success with which it 
hath pleased the great Head of the Church to bless my labors.

REPORT OF THE REV. J. PETERKIN, SPECIAL AGENT 
FOR THE SOUTH. 


«T have been engaged in my present work twenty-two weeks, travelled 
four thousand seven hundred and thirty-four miles, delivered seventy- 
three sermons and addresses, of which fifty-two have been directly and 
immediately upon the missionary subject, twenty-one on other subjects, 
but all assisting in the promotion of the object for which I have been ap- 
pointed. I have also taken up twenty-one collections. It seems to me that 
| ought to have taken up many more ; but in many of our largest parishes 
I have been met with the plea of systematic-contributions, which, in 
not a few cases, appears to mean a systematic gradation of charity 
to the lowest possible scale ; and it is allowed to be very low, because 
it professes to be very regular. I had nothing of the kind to contend 
with in Mobile, and I obtained $400; in Savannah alone, $200; in 
Cheraw, S. C., a mere village, $160; in Norfolk and Portsmouth, 
nearly $200; in my own parish, $140 ; and in some smaller parishes 
in proportion.”

REPORT OF THE REV. CHAS. FOX, SPECIAL AGENT 
FOR THE WEST. 


Grosse Ile, June 13, 1846. 

Rev. anp Dear Broruer: I had this pleasure a few days ago. In 
answer to your questions regarding my movements while I have been 
agent, I state that I have visited all the important parishes that I could 
possibly reach in Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, and Michigan, and have 
either written to or personally met the clergy of such other parishes in 
these dioceses, in which there was any chance whatever of accomplishing 
anything for Missions. During the week-days, I have officiated as often 
as the distance from parish to parish would allow me; and on Sundays, 
have generally officiated thrice, when there was opportunity of doing any 
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thing. I have likewise visited Illinois, Missouri, and Indiana, though 
more superficially : the stronger parishes in the first diocese, so far as I 
could gain informetion, being at great and expensive distances, and a mis- 
sionary organization already existing therein. As regards the second, the 
Bishop assured me that nothing could be done in the interior. And in the 
last, the information the Bishop gave me, and my health, prevented my 
going further. ; 

I travelled six or seven thousand miles, by all sorts of conveyances,— 
steamboats, railroads, stages, buggeys, lumber-wagons, and horseback,— 
and over all kinds of roads,—among which the “corduroy” chiefly prepon- 
derated. There has happened not one single accident, or detention, except 
on one occasion in the south of Tennessee, which resulted in missing an 
appointment, which I. succeeded afterwards in fulfilling. My appoint- 
ments, as far as possible, were made a fortnight in advance. Owing to 
the kindness and hospitality that | everywhere met with, my travelling ex- 
penses amount only to $205 54, a very small sum for so great a distance, 
much of which was in the South. 

I have procured one hundred and thirty-five new subscribers to the 
“ Spirit of Missions,” thirty-one of whom paid a year’s subscription at the 
time. The number might be very much increased by the parochial 
clergy. ’ 

I cannot* state accurately the amount of money collected, as much 
of it was forwarded directly by the parish after I left; and in some in- 
stances, owing to local causes, the collections were not taken up at the 
time, but have since been sent to the Treasurer. 

I hope that good has been accomplished ; but there exist so many local 
and personal antagonist interests, and so much lukewarmness regarding 
the whole subject, that I fear the fruit will not be immediately apparent. «+ 
I will feel-obliged to you, in your report, to acknowledge my thanks for 
the kindness, attention, and hospitality, which, as the agent of the Board, 
I received on every hand from both clergy and laity.

REPORT OF THE REV. ISAAC P. LABAGH, MISSIONARY 
TO THE JEWS. 


The undersigned, Missionary to the Jews, has the honor to report, that 
the Board of Missions having, at its last session, recommended the erection 
7 
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of a Jewish chapel in this city, he has been occupied during the year in 
efforts to raise the funds necessary for it, as well as for the Mission itself, 
in addition to the duty for which he was immediately appointed. 

Under your direction, taking advantage of the winter months, to suit the 
middle and Southern States, he reached Charleston in time to be present 
at the Convention of South Carolina, and, at the request of the Bishop, 
preached before it. A resolution was offered, and unanimously passed by 
the Convention, to take up a collection through the churches of the diocese 
for the Mission. He visited, as extensively as time permitted, the Jewish 
population of Charleston, said to ‘be two thousand, and was in general 
kindly received. From Charleston he proceeded to Savannah, where he 
spent the Sunday, and preached three times. The Jews came to hear 
each time, and seemed interested in his exposition of the Prophesies, which 
foretell their future restoration to their own land, and especially their ac- 
knowledgment of their long-neglected Messiah. From Savannah he pro- 
ceeded to Montpelier, to obtain Bishop Elliott’s recommendation of a Good 
Friday collection. This he cheerfully gave. Bishop Ives—visited, on 
the missionary’s return, for the same favor—was not at home, but subse- 
quently gave it his sanction, as did the Bishops of Virginia, Maryland, 
New-Jersey, Rhode Island, Vermont, Pennsylvania, and Delaware. 

The result has been the collection of between two and three thousand 
dollars for the Mission and chapel; in addition to which fifteen hundred 
dollars are pledged on subscription. The twelve hundred dollars collect- 
ed by the Rev. EK. M. P. Wells, of Boston, for a Mission to Jerusalem, now 
otherwise appropriated, but not used, the donor would be happy to see 
applied to the chapel. 

In consequence of the devotion of so much time to the pecuniary affairs 
_ of the Mission, the undersigned has only been, in a partial degree, enabled 
to fulfil its more appropriate duties, viz: testifying to them that Jesus is 
the Christ. But few days, however, have passed without his visiting one 
or more of them on this the main object of the Mission; and he is happy 
to say, that two have expressed their decided conviction that the Messiah 
has come, and that Jesus of Nazareth is he. One of these will probably 
be baptized before long... He is exceedingly anxious to have the chapel as 
soon as may be, that he may be entirely devoted to the work of preaching 
the Gospel to the ancient people, peradventure God may give them repen- 
tance to the acknowledging of the Truth. In Charleston, Philadelphia, 
Richmond, Cincinnati, and New-Orleans, (in all of which cities there are 
considerable numbers of the seed of Abraham,) the fields are white, but 
there are no laborers specially devoted to gather in the harvest. His earn- 
est hope is, that the zeal of the Church, now first awakened for the spirit- 
ual welfare of this people, will steadily increase, until, in each of these 
cities, a missionary shall be stationed, whose special labors shall be devo- 
ted to the ingathering of these lost sheep of the house of Israel.
